FREEMASONRY.— A LODGE.— ITS ORGANEATIOM 

" Freemasonry," says a learned foreign author, " is a 
Moral Order, instituted by virtuous men, with the praise- 
worthy design of recalling to our remembrance the most 
rablime Truths, in the midst of the most innocent and 
social pleasures, — founded on Liberality, Brotherly- 
Love, and Charity." It is a beautiful System of Moral- 
ity, veiled in allegory, and illustrated by symbols. Truth 
is its centre — the point whence its radii diverge — pointing 
out to its disciples a correct knowledge of the Great Archi- 
tect of the Universe, and the moral laws which he has 
ordained for their government. 

A |joi)G£ of Masons consists of a certain number o! 
Brethren, who are assembled together to expatiate on the 
mysteries of the Craft ; having the Holy Bible open on th^ 
Altar^ to teach them the sacried principles of religion and 
justice, — the Square and. Compass, to remind them of the 
duties ^ey owe to society and to themselves, — the Book 
OF Constitutions, where they may study the general stat- 
utes of Masonry, — the By-Laws, to point out their duty 
as members of an individual Lodge, — and the WarranTi 
or Charter, by virtue of which, having been issued by the 
Gra^J Lodge, they meet to transact ji^he business of Ma* 
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Any number of Masons not less than seven, being well 
skilled in the work and mysteries of the Craft, and of good 
report among their Brethren, may petition the Grand Lodge, 
within the limits of whose jurisdiction they reside, for a 
Dispensation, authorizing them to organize a Lodge for 
Masoni ; purposes. When organized, a Lodge consists of 
the Worshipful Master, Senior and Junior Wardens, Treas- 
urer an 1 Secretary, Senior and Junior Deacons, Senior and 
Junior Stewards, and as many members as a majority of 
the Brc thren may determine — though more than fifty will 
generally be found inconvenient. In addition to the officers 
here er umerated, it is the indispensable duty of the Master 
of evei ^ Lodge to appoint some trust-worthy and skillful 
Brothe to act as Tyler. A Marshal is also frequently 
appointed; but he is an officer of convenience, not of 
necessity. 



CHAPTER II. 

THE CEREMONIES OF OPENING AND CLOSINO A 
LODGE. 

The rites and ceremonies of Freemasonry form the dis- 
tinctive peculiarity of the institution. In their nature, they 
are simple — in their end, instructive. They naturally 
excite a high degree of curiosity, in a newly initiated 
Brother, and create an earnest desire to investigate theii 
meaning, and to become acquainted with their object and 
design. It requires, however, both serious application and 
untiring diligence, to ascertain the precise nature of everj 
ceremony which our ancient Brethren saw reason to adopt, 
in the formation of an exclusive system, which was to pass 
dirough the world, unconnected with the religion and poli- 
ticfi of all times, and of every neople cmong whom it shooU 
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flourish and increase.'**' But the assiduous Mason, with th« 
mssistance of an intelligent Master in the Chair*- and none 
but intelligent Brethren should ever be placed in that 
responsible station — will not fail to.d<%rive instruction 
from every ceremony he may witness, and improvement 
from ever} ordinance with which he may become ac- 
quainted. 

The first business which occupies the Brethren, when 
assembled at their stated meetings, is what is technically 
termed the Opening of the Lodge. The ceremonies cannot 
here be described with any considerable degree of minute- 
ness. We may, however, remark, that, at the well-known 
signal, the officers and members and visiting Brethren, 
clothed in their appropriate regalia, repair to their respect- 
ive stations, and await the commands of the Worshipful 
Master, it having been previously ascertained that all 
present are Masons, the avenues of the Lodge are se- 
cured, and the ceremony of opening proceeds. 

The ceremony of closing differs from that of opening 
only in the necessary change of phraseology, and in certain 
precautionary measures. The Brethren present are all\ 
expected to assist in the performance of both duties, and 
much of the beauty and harmony of the scene depends on 
their quiet deportment and strict attention to the business be- 
fore them, in this, as in all other Masonic ceremonies, every* 
thing like levity or rudeness in speech or action is to be dep> 
recated and avoided. A Mason should never forget that he 
U a gentleman, and that all the peculiarities he witnesses, 
or in which he is required to participate, while in the Lodge, 
are designed to illustrate and inculcate some great moral 
truth. The peculiar beauty of our ceremonies is, that they 
all tend to improve the mind, and cor secrete the afiectione 
Id virtue. 

The labors and duties of the Lodge should be^^n and

CHAPTER IV. 



ON THE QUALIFICATIONS AND DUTIES OF CAN- 
DIDATES FOR FREEMASONRY. 

" Whosobver, from love of knowledge, interest, or cnri- 
osity," say the Constitutions, " desires to be a Freebcason, 
is to know that, as his foundation and great comer-stone, 
he is to believe firmly in the Eternal God, and to pay that 
worship which is due to him as the Great Architect and 
Governor of the Universe. A Freemason is obliged, by hit 
tenure, to observe the moral law ; and, if he rightly under- 
stand the royal art, he cannot tread in the irreligious paths 
of the unhappy Libertinb, or stupid Atheist ; nor, in any 
case, act against the great inward light of his own con- 
science. 

^ He will likewise shun the gross errors of bigotry and 
superstition; making a due use of his own reason, si:- 
cording td tlmt liberty wherewith a Mason is made free. 
He m charged to adhere to those grand essentials of 
reli^on, in which all men agree ; leaving each Brother to 
his own jnivate judgment, as to particular modes and fororm 
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Whence it follows, tb all Freemasons are to be good mm 
AND TRUE — men of honor and honesty — by whatever 
religious names or persuasions distinguished— always fol- 
lowing the golden precept, * Of doing unto all men as they 
would that all men should do unto them,' and of worship* 
ping Grod after that manner and form, which they conscien- 
tiously believe to be most acceptable in his sight." 

Another of the Constitutions further provides, that n« 
person shall be admitted a member, unless he be *' free 
bom ; of mature and discreet age ;^ of good report ; of 
sufficient natural endowments, and the senses of a man ; 
with an estate, office, trade, occupation, or some visible way 
of acquiring an honest livelihood, and of working in his 
Craft, as becomes the members of this most ancient and 
honorable Fraternity, who ought, not only to earn what is 
sufficient for themselves and families, but likewise some- 
thing to spare for works of Charity, and supporting the true 
dignity of the royal Craft." 



** No Brother shall propose, for admission into this an- 
cient and honorable Society, any person, through friendship 
or partiality, who does not possess the moral and social vir- 
tues, a sound head and a good heart ; and who has not an 
entire exemption from all those ill qualities and vices 
which would bring dishonor on the Craft."

Mty tntly for his meat and drink. What leisure l| 
he is to employ in studying the arts and sciences, 
mind, that Ire may thie better perform all his duti< 
lor, his country, his neighbor, and himself. _ 

He is to seek and acquire, as fkr as possible, the virtues of 
patience, meekness, self-denial, forbearance, and the like, which 
give him Uie command over himself, and enable him to govern 
his own family with affecti on^ digni]^, and grad^j^; at the 
same time, checkmg every (lisposim)n mjuriousT^n?tR)rld, and 
promoting that love and service which Brethren of the same 
household owe to each other. 

Therefore, to afford succor to the distressed, to divide oar 
bread with the industrious poor, and to put the misguided trav- 
eller into the way, are duties of the Crail, suitable to its dignify, 
and expre^iye of its usefulness. But, though a Mason is never 
to shut his ear unkindly against the complaints of any of the 
honian race, yet when a Brother is oppressed or suffers, he is in 
a more peculiar npanner <^lled to open his whole soul in love and 
compassion to him, a,nd to relieve him, without prejudice, ao- 
cordiiig to his capacity. 

It is also necessary, that all who would be true Masons should 
learti to abstain from all malice, slander and evil-speaking ; from 
all £rovgking, repxpachful and ungodly language : keeping al- 
ways a tongue of good report. 

A Mason should know how to obey those who are set civei 
him, however inferior they may be in worldly rank or condition. 
Eor, althouerh Masonry df ^sts no man of his honors and titles, 
yet, in the Lodge, preeminence of virtue, and knowledge in the 
art, is considered as the time source of all nobility, rule and gov- 
ernment. 

.The vi^e indispensably requisite in Masons is — SECREcy.tl/ 
' This ir the giiard of their confidence, and the securify of their 
trust. So great stress is to be laid upon it, that It is enforced 
under the strongest obligations ; hbr, in their esteem, b any man 
to be accounted wise, who has not intellectual strength and ability ' 
sufficient to cover and cohceai such honest secrets as are com- 
mitted to him, as well as his own more serious and private afiaira. 

DVTIESASCITIZENS. 

A Mason is a peaceable citizen, and is never to be concerned in 
plots and conspiracies against the peace and welfare of tlie nation, 
nor to behave tiimself undutifully to inferior magistrates. He is , 
cheerfully to conform to every lawful authority ; to uphold, on » 
every occasion, the interest of the community, and zealously pro- 
mote the prosperity of his own countnr. Masonry has evei [

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Uoodahed, and confusion ; so that kings and princes, in 9nrf 
age, have been much disposed to encourage the craftsmen, on ao> 
oount of their peaceableness and loyalty, whereby thev praededl^ 
answer the carils of their adversaries, and promote the honor m 
the Fraternity. Craftsmen are bound, by peculiar ties, to promote 
peace, cultivate harmony, and live in concord and Brotherly-Love. 

DUTIES IN THE LODOB. 

While the Lodge is open for work, Masons must hold no pil* 
vate conversation or committees, without leave from the Master , 
nor talk of anything foreign or impertinent ; nor interrupt the 
Master or Wardens, or any Brother addressing himself to the 
Chair ; nor behave inattentively, while the Lodge is engaged is 
what is serious and solemn ; but every Brother shall pay doe 
leverence to the Master, the Wardens, and all his fellows. 

Every Brother guilty of a fault shall submit to the Lodge, 
unless he appeal to the Grand Lodge. 

No private oflfences, or disputes about nations, fiumKes, r^ 
gions, or politics, must be brought within the doors of the Lodge. 

DUTIES AS NEIGHBORS. 

Masons ought to b e «»> q B j ff e ^ - Consequently, they should be 
oo d husbandsT ^ogJ p^ypnts. irood sons, an d good n eignborsT 
MRung ail excess mjunous toUiemselves or mnilies, and wise 

as to all affiiirs, both of their own housenold and of the Lodge, 

for certain reasons known to themselves. 

, -^ DUTIES TOWARDS A BROTHER. 

Free and Accepted Masons have ever been charged to avoid 
all slander of true and faithful Brethren, and all malice and unjust 
resentment, or talking disrespectfully of a Brother's person or 
performance. Nor must they suffer any to spread unjust le* 
preaches or calumnies against a Brother, behind his back, nor to 
injure him in his fortune, occupation or character ; but they shalf 
defend such a Brother, and give him notice of any danger or in* 



jury wherewith he may be threatened, to enable him to escape 
the same, as far as is consistent with honor, prudence, and the 
safety of religion, morality, and the State ; but no further.*

CHAPTER V. 

ADMISSION OF CANDIDATES. 
By tke regulations of the Fraternity, a candidate for the 
mysteries of Masonry, cannot he initiated, in any regular 
Lodge, without having stood proposed one lunar monthi 
unless a Dispensation be obtained in his favor. All appli- 
cations for initiation should be made in writing, and in the 
following form : 

" To the Worshhfid Master, Wardens and Brethren, ef 
Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons, 

^* The petition of the subscriber respectfully represents, that 
having long entertained a favorable opinion of your ancient Insti- 
tution, he is desirous, if found worthy, of being admitted a 
member thereof. 

" His place of residence is -— , his age years hit 

oocupation . 

(Signed.) A. B." 

[Recommended by three or more members of the Lodge.] 

This petition, having been read in open Lodge, is placed 
on file. A committee is then appointed to investigate the 
eharacter and qualifications of the petitioner. If, at the 
next regular meeting of the Lodge, the report of the com- 
roittee be favorable, and the candidate is admitted, he is 
taken into an adjoining apartment, and required to give hit 
free and full assent to the following interrogations :

CHAPTER VI. 

CEREMONIAL ILLUSTRATIONS. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

Ancient Craft Masonry is divided into three degieea. 
It was probably so divided at the building of King Solo* 
mon*s Temple, perhaps with the design to bear a general 
reference to the three Orders of the Jewish Priesthood. 
The same arrangement was subsequently adopted by the ' 
Christian Church. It also prevailed in all the ancient 
mysteries. In a majority of them, the first step, or degree^ 
consisted of probation, purification, and expiation. The 
second was called the Lesser Mysteries, — into which the 
candidate passed by solemn ceremonies. The third — to ^ 
which he was advanced after a long period of additional 
trial — was denominated the Greater Mysteries. These ) 
■ consisted of fearful rites, introductory to a full revelation \ 
of ail the ineffable doctrines taught by the Priests ; anil / 
which the candidate was bound, under an obligatimi aiid \ 
heavy penalties, never .tp reveal, ' 

The Essenes, who, says Dr. Oliver, preserved the true 
FreemaBonry from extinction in the dark agies which pre- 
ceded the advent of Christ, admitted only three steps, ot 
degrees, and the probationary term extended to one yeaf 
If, during thib period, the candidate gave satisfactory prooli 
of his temperance, fortitude, prudence, and justice, he was 
accepte J. and received the first degree. In this novitiate be 
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r^nained another year, before he was passed to the second 
degree ; and it was not until the expiration of thiee years, 
that he was admitted to a full participation in the secretal 
and benefits of the society. And even then the utmost, 
precaution was used. The candidate was previously bound, 
by the most solemn vows, to keep inviolably secret thej 
mysteries of his Order, and to act upon and abide by the ) 
ancient usages and established customs of the Fraternity. 
The Brethren distinguished each other, in darkness and in 
light, by ^culiar signals. The most profound silence was 
/ imposed at their assemblies ; the Lecturer, only, expound- 
/ ing the tenets of their creed, — which were enfolded in a 
series of allegorical symbols, — the rest listening with a 
grave and solemn attention. 



RKMAUyS OH THE 7IB8T DEOBEB. 

FIRST SECTION. 
It has been truly remarked, that the first step taken by 
a candidate, on entering a Lodge of Freemasons, teaches 
him the pernicious tendency of infidelity, and shows him 
that the foundation on which Masonry rests is the belief 
and acknowledgment of a Supreme Being ; that to Him, 
alone, he can look for protection in all the dangers and 
difficulties he may be called to encounter, in his progress 
through life; and it assures him, that, if his faith be 
well founded in that Being, be may confidently pursue his 
coarse, without fear and without danger. The first section 
of the' degree also teaches him, that ne is to take the Holy 
Bible as the rule &nd guide of his faith, — that he ;A to 
Square his actions by the precepts therein contained, — to 
circumscribe his desires and passions within the Compass 
/ of riritue and morality, — and to relieve the necessities of 
others with the superfluities of his owti substance. 
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A full and perfect knowlcdgte of this sebtioft it mdisj^^n* 
mlij necessary to every Mason, who would be iervkeahl^ 
to the Institution, and avaO himself of its pririlege^ 
and its enjoyments. It is the alphabet of Masonry ; and 
miist be learned before any progress can be made in the 
more abstruse and important branches of the study. H 
eonsists in general heads, which, while they serve as marktt 
of distinction, enable as not only to try and examine the 
rights of others, but to prove ourselves. 

PRAYER USED AT THE INITIATION OP A 
CANDIDATE. 

Vouchsafe thine aid, Almighty Father of the Universe, to thil* 
ear present convention ; and errant that this candidate for Masonrj 
may dedicate and devote his life to thy service, and become a true 
and faithful Brother among us. Endue him with a competeticy 
of thy Divine Wisdom, that, by the influence of the pure pria- 
eiples of our Order, he may the better be enabled to display the 
bMuties of holiness, to the honor of thy holy name. Amen. 

Response, So mote it be. 

The following passage of Scripture may be rehearsed 
during the ceremony : 

'< Behold ! how good and how pleasant it is for Brethren tft 
dwell together in unity : 

" It is like the precious ointment upon the head, that ran down 
upon the beard, even Aaron's beard, Uiat went down to the skirts 
or his garment :

And whik 
be informs him, that it is founded on the purest pnneiples 
of piety and virtue, that it possesses great and invahiable 
privileges, and that, in order to secure those privileges t» 
worthy men, and worthy men alone, voluntary pledges of 
fidelity are required, — he will at the same time asaim 
him, that pothing will be expected of him incompatiMo 
with his civil, moral or religious duties. 

In the course of this section, is given an explanation of 
Aat peculiar and appropriate ensign of Freemasonry, 

THE LAMB SfCIN, OR WHITE LEATHER APRON. 

It is an emblem of innocence, and the badge of a Mason, •>-«^ 
more ancient than the Grolden Fleece, or Roman Eagle, — more 
honorable than the Star and Garter, or any other Order that can 
be conferred upon the candidate at that or any future period, by 
King, Prince, Potentate, or any other person, except he be a 
Mason ; and which it is hoped he will wear with equal pleasure 
to himself and honor to the Fjratemity. 

This section closes with a moral explication of the TfTBK* 

rr-FOUR INCH GAUGE and COMMOIf GAYEL. 

THE TWENTY-JOUB INCH GUAGE 

Is an instrument made use of by operative Masons, to measuie 
tod lay out their work. But we, as free and accepted Masons, 
ive tauffht to make U89 of it for the more noUe and glorious pur 
ppse of Jividing our time. It being divided into twenty-fu*' 
equal parts, is emblematical of the twenty-four hours of the day 
which we are taught to divide into three parts, wherebv we fini 
a^^ft for the service of God and a distressed worthy mother ; % 
part for our usual avocations ; and a part for refreshment and

SECOND SECTION. 
This section is altogether exphinatory of the preceding, 
[t beautifully and comprehensively illustrates the ceremo- 
nies of initiation ; and while it gratifies, it cannot fail to 
impress, the mind of the intelligent and right-hearted can- 
didate, with a high sense of the great moral excellences 
of the degree through which he is passing. It does not, 
however, admit of printed illustrations. We may only 
idd, that the Lamb Skin, or white Leather Apron, is 

THE BADGE OF A MASON. 

The Lamb has in all ages been deemed an emblem of inno 
eenoe. He, therefore, who wears the Lamb Skin as the '* Badge 
of a Mason," is continualljr reminded of that purity of life and 
conduct, which is so essentially necessary to his gaining admis- 
sion into the Celestial Lodge above, where the Supreme Architect 
of the Universe presides. 



THIRD SECTION. 
Tnx third and last section of this degree is, periiaps, the 
most interesting and instructive of the three. Nor is a 
perfect knowledge of it less essential to a proper under- 
standing of the ceremonies of initiation. Indeed, the Brother 
who has not made himself familiar with it need not be at 
the trouble of urging his claims to any great proficiency as 
Mason. The principal points illustrated by it are — 1. The 
Form. — 2. The Supports.— ^3. The Covering. — 4. The 
FuRitmiRB. — 6. The Oenaaients. — 6. The Lights.— 
7. The Jewels.— a The Situation— and 9. The Dboi- 
CAT«ON, of Lodges. 
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' Vodge raBetings, at the present day, are usually held in 
ttf^per chambers, — probably for the better security which 
Bttch places afford. It may be, however, that the custom 
had its origin in a practice observed by the ancient Jews, 
of building their temples, schools, and synagogues, on high 
kills, — a practice which seems to have met the approba- 
tion of the Almighty, who said unto the prophet Ezekiel, 
** Upim the top of the mountain, the whole limit thereof, 
round about, shall be most holy." Before the erection of 
lemplee, Che edetUal bodies were worshipped on hills, and 
ihe terresHai ones in valleys. At a later period, the 
Christians, wherever it was practicable, erected their 
efatirches <m eminences. 

The Form of a Lodge is familiar to every Mason. 

A Lodge is metaphorically said to be Supported by 
ihree great piUars, called Wisdom, Strength, and Beauty ; 
because it is necessary that there should be Wisdom to 
contrive, Strength to support, and Beau^ to adorn, all 
great and important undertakings. 

And the Covering is no less than the clouded canopy of 
heaven, whither all good Masons hope at last to arrive, by 
aid of the theological ladder which Jacob, in his vision, saw 
reaching from earth to heaven, — the three principal rounds 
of whidh are denominated Faith, Hope, and Charity, — 
tefiching Farth in God, Hope in immortality, and Charity 
to all mankind. The greatest of these is CnARmr : for our 
Fkit& may be Icsl in sight;. Hope ends in fruition; but 
Charity extends beyond the grave, to the boundless rcalmi 
of eUsiniiy. 

Every well governed Lodge is Fuemisiisd with the Holy 
BiUe, Square, and Compass.*

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The Bible is dedicate^) to the service of God, ii being tbe fai* 
estimahie gift of God lo man: • ♦ • the Square to tki 
Master, it being the proper Masonic emblem of his office ; antf 
the Compass to the Craft, because, by a due attention to its uM, 
they are taught to regulate their desires, and to keep their pM- 
aions within due bounds with all mankind, but more espeeisliy 
vith their Brethren in Freemasonry. 

The Ornaments of a Lodge are the Mosaic Pavement, 
the Indented TesseK and the Blazing Star. 

The Mosaic Pavument is a representation of the ground lloaf 
of King Solomon's Temple ; the Indented Tksskl, of thai 
beautiful tessellated border, or skirting, which surrounded it,—* 
with Uie Blazing Star in the centre. The Mosaic Pavkment 
IS emblematical of human life, checkered with good and. evil ; the 
Indented Tessel which surrounds it. of those manifoM blewin^ 
and comforts which surround us, and which we hope to obtain 
by a faithful reliance on Divine Providence, which is hieroglyph* 
loUly represented by the Blazing Star in the centre. 

The Movable and Immovable Jewels are also explained 
in this section. 

The Rough Ashler is a stone as taken from the quarry, in tta 
rode and natural state. The Perfect Ashler is a stone made 
ready by the hands of the workmen, to be adjusted by the work- 
ing-tools of the Fellow-Craft. The Trestle-Board is for the 
Master to draw his designs upon. 

By the Rough Ashler we are reminded of our rude and iin* 
perfect state by nature ; by the Pcrtbct Ashler, of that state ot 
perfection at which we hope to arrive, by a virtuous edueatioOy 
our own endeavors, and the blessing of God ; and by the Trestle- 
Board we are also reminded, tim, as the operative workman 
erects his temporal building agreeably to the rules and designs 
laid down by the Master on his Trestle-Board, so should we, botk 
dperative and speculative, endeavor to erect our spirit imJ buildiaf 
agroeably to the rules and designs laid down by the Supremi 
Arv^itect of the Universe, in the great book of nature and revela- 
tion, which is our spiritual, moral and Masonic Trestle>Bo*rd« < 

Lodges in ancient times were Dedicated to King Solc^ 
mon. We have a tradition which informs tis, that they 
Were thus dedicated from the building of the first Tempb 
ftl Jerusalem, to the Babylonish captivity ; from thenoete 
die coming of the Messiah, they were dedicated to Zetidh 
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babeU the Wilder of the i^end Temple ; and from that 
time to the final destruction of the Temple hy Titus, in the 
lei^ of the Emperor Vespasian, they were dedicated to 
St. John the Baptist. The tradition goes on to say, that 
owing to the many inassacres and disorders which attended 
that memorable event, Freenmsonry fell very much into 
decay. Many of the Lodges were entirely broken up, and 
but few could meet in sufficient numbers to constitute their 
legality. Under these circumstances, a general meetin|( 
of the Craft was held in the city of Benjamin, when it wa^ 
observed that the principal reason for the decline of Ma- 
sonry, was the want of a Grand Master to direct its affairs. 
They, therefore, deputed seven of their most eminent mem* 
bers to wait upon St. John the Evangelist, who was at that 
time Bishop of Ephesus, to request him to take the office 
of Grand Master. He returned for answer, that, though 
well stricken in years, (being upwards of ninety,) yet hav- 
ing been in the early part of his life initiated into Masonry, 
he would take upon himself that office. He did so, and 
thereby completed by his learning, what the other St. John 
liad accomplished by his zeal, and thus drew what the old 
records term a line-parallel. After his decease, the Christ 
tian Lodges were dedicated to him and St John the Bap* 
tist, they both being regarded as eminent Christian Feitrons 
of Freemasonry. 

Since their time, there has been represented, in every regulai 
and well furnished Lodge, a cert&in Point within . ▲ Circle, 
embordered by two perpendicular parallel lines, representing St. 
John the Baptist and St. John the Evangelist. Upon the' top 
9f the Circle rests the Book of Masonic Constitutionsi ;* the Point 
represents an individual Brother, — the Circle, the boundary line 
of his duty. In going round this Circle, we necessarily touch 
on the two parallel lines, as well as on the Book of donstitu- 
tions ; and while a Mason keeps himself circumscribed within 
their precepts, it is impossible that he should materially err.

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The PriDcipal Point of Masonry is three fol4« antl com* 
prises the exalted virtues of Brotherly Love, Belief, an4 
Truth — which are the teneto of a Mfttim't prolessioi^. 
They are thus explained : 

BROTHBKLT-LOyS. 

By the exeioiae of Brotherly Love, we are taii|fat to vegaid 
the whole human species as one fiunily, — the high and kif, 
rich and poor ; who, as created by one Almighty Parent| ami 
inhabitants of the same planet, are to aid, support and pn>tect 
•"ich other. On this pnnciple, Masonry unites men of ever3( 
country, sect and opinion, and conciliates true friendship among 
those who might otherwise have remained at a perpetual disiance. 

RELIEF. 

To relieve the distressed is a duty incumbent on all men ; hut 
particularly on Masons, who profess to be linked together by an 
indissoluble chain of sinc^e affection. To soothe the unhappy, to I 
sympathize with their misfortunes, to compassionate their miseries, / 
and to restore peace to their troubled minds, is the p^rand aim we j 
have in view. On this basis we i&rm our friendships, and es^aJthJ 
lish our connections. ^ 

TRUTH. 

Truth is a divine attribute, and the foundation of every virtue^ 
To be good and true is the first lesson we are taught in Masonry, 
On this theme we contemplate, and by its dictates endeavor to 
regulate our conduct. Hence, while infiuenced by this principle, 
hypocrisy and deceit are unknown among us, sincerity and plain 
dealing distinguish us, and the heart and tongue join in promoting 
each (Hher^s wel&re, and rejoicing in each cmier's prosperity. 

To this explanation of the above principles, succeeds an 
illustration of the four cardinal virtues, -* Temperancty 
Fortitude, Prttdence, and Justice : 

TBMPBRAlfCB 
Is that due restraint npon our affections and passions, wliidi 
renders the body tame and governable, and frees the mind from 
the allurements of vice. This virtue should be the constaijtt 
practice of every Mason, as he is thereby taught to avoid excess. 
Or the contracting of any licentious or vicious habit, the indul- 
gence in which might lead him to disclose some of those valu- 
able secrets which he has promised to conceal and never reveal, 
and which would consequently subject him to the oontempi and 
detestation of all good Masons. • • • 
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FORTITUDE 

It that noble and steady purpose of the mind, wherel y we ar« 
entbled to undergo any pain, peril or danger, when prudentiallj 
deemed expedient. This virtue is equally distant from rashnesi 
•od cowardice ; and, like the former, should be deeply impresseii 
upon the mind of every Mason, as a safeguard or security against 
any illegal attack that may be made, by force or otherwise, to 
exfort &om him any of those valuable secrets with which he has 
hew. so solemnly intrusted, and which was emblematically reprei> 
fented upon his first admission into the Lodge. • • • 

PSUDENCB 

' Teadietf ns to regulate our lives and actions agreeably to the 
dietfUes of reason, and is that habit by which we wisely judge^ 
ani prudentially determine, on all things relative to our present 
as well as to our future happiness. This virtue should be the 
jiecuHar characteristic of every Mason, not only for the govern^ 
ment of .his ooodnot while in the Lodge, but also when abroad in 
the world. It should be particularly attended to in all strange 
and mixed companies, that the secrets of Masonry may not be 
unlawfully obtained. • • • 

JUSTICE 

Is that standard, or boundary of right, which enables us to 
lender unto every man his just due, without distinction. This 
▼iitue is not only consistent with Divine and human laws, btit ik 
the very consent and support of civil society ; and, as Justice in 
t great measure constitutes the real good man, so should it be the 
invariable practice of every Mason never to deviate from the 
minutest principles thereof. • • • 

The illustration of these virtues is accompanied with 
tome general observations peculiar to Masons. 

Such is the arrangement of the different sections in the 
iisl lecture, which, with the forms adopted at the opening 
and closing of a Lodge, comprehends the whole of the firs$ 
degree of Masonry. This plan has the advantage of regw 
ularity to recommend it, the support of prepdent and au- \ 
Ihori^j and the sanction ana respect which flow fiwn J

to exert the talent^ wherewith Grod has blest you^ as well tp bis i 
glory, as to the welfare of your fellow-creatures. 

As a Gtizen, you are enjoined to be .exemplary in tl^e iw 
diarge of your civil duties, by never proposing, or countenancing^ 
any act which may have a tendency to subvert the peace and good"^ 
ofder of sodety ; by paying due obedience to the laws wider' 
whose protection you live, and by Jiever losiBg sight of the 4(ll» 
giance due to your country. 

As an Individual^ youaje charged to practise the dom^t|c,$q^ 
public virtues. Let Tanperance cha^t^n, Fortitude support, Pru* 
dence direct you, and Justice be the guide of all your acUops. 
^p QJipeei^y careful to maintain, in their fullest splendor, tbocg^ 
^^Jtlas^nio ornaments. — Broth^ly-Ijive, Relief void Tru^ . 
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FinaUy : Be faithful to the t^st cunr mitred to your eiure, |ii^ 
pmifest your fidelity to your principles, by a strict obeerYanop of 
iiifi Constitutions of the Fraternity ; by adhering to the ancion^ 
iMd-inarlu of the Order ; and by lefraininff to reeoourend any

The first degree is adinira* 
b}y calculated to epforce the duties of morality, and imprint 
on the memory some of the noblest principles which can 
enrich and adorn the mind. The second degree extends 
die same plan, but -comprehends a more diffusive system 
pf rnoral science ; a more enlarged view is presented to the 
mmd of the candidate ; the heart is improved, while the 
ideits expand under a course of training which blend) 
interest with instruction. J^ni all the illustrations ten4 to 
ineulcate a knowledge of those three great bryinches of 
Masonic morality and true religion — the duties we owe to 
Qody mi neighbor, and ourselves. 



FIRST SECTION. 
The first section of this degree is initiatory, and should 
be fiimiliar to every Craftsman, but particularly to the 
officers of the Lodge. If properiy illustrated, the candi* 
date is deeply impressed with the importance of the cere* 
monies through which he is passing, and of the necessity 
of adhering to all tht^ established usages of the Or^er. 
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P1A7ER THAT HAT BE USED IN THIS DEGlBi 

We supplicate the continuance of thine aid, O Mercifiil liOij^ 
in behalf of ourselves, and the candidate who kneels befcHre Umt, 
May the work, be^un in thy name, be continued to thy glory, aii4 
evermore be established in us, in obedience to thy Divine preo^tn.

The following passages of Scripture are appropriate to 
this degree : 

1 CORINTHIANS: CHAPTER Xm.* 
" Though I speak with the tongues of men and of angek, and 
have not charity, I. am become as sounding hrass, m a tinklins 
cvmbal. And thoufifh I have the gift of prophecy, and understand 
all mysteries, and ul knowledge ; and though 1 have all faith, so 
that I could remove mountains, and have not charity, I am noth* 
ing. And though I bestow all my goods to feed the pooi*, imd 
though 1 give my body to be burned, and have not charity, it prtif- 
iteth me nothing. Charity suffereth long, and is kind ; chari^ 
envieth not ; charity vaunteth not itself, is not pufied up, doth not 
behave itself unseemly, seekcth not her own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no evil ; rejoiceth not in iniquity, but rejoteeth in 
the truth : beareth all things, believeth all things, hopeth^aljl 
things, endureth all things* • • • And now abideth faith, 
hope, charity, these three ; but the greatest of these is charity." 

AMOS: CHAPTER VH: 7, 8. 
'* Thus ho showed me ; and behold the Lord stood upon a wail 
made by a plumb-line, with a plumb-line in his hand. And the 
Lord said unto me, Amos, what seest thout And t said, a 
plumb-line. Then said the Lord, Behold, I will set a plumb-lina 
in the midst of my people Israel ; I will not again pass by them 
any more." 

The Plumb, Square, and Level, are implements pe- 
culiar to this degree.

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The Pi.uMR is an instrument made use cif by operative Mason«, 
to try \>erpendicu1ars : the Square, tu square their work ; and 
the Level, to pruve horizontals ; hut we, as Free and Accepted 
Masons, are taught to make use of them for moire noble and f;l0» 
nous purposes. The Plumb admonishes us to wa.k uprightly in 
our several stations before Grod and man, squaring our acti<His by 
the square of virtue, and ever remembering that we are travelling 
ujion the level of time, to ** that undiscovered country, from 
whose bourn no traveller returns/* 



SECOND SECTION. 
The (vvond 8e'*tion of this degree is principally devoted 
to the explication of physical science, and the tracing of th« 
goodness and majesty of the Creator, by minutely 909,? 
lyziog his works. The intellectual faculties expand, as a 
desire of knowledge increases. By the studies attached to 
this section, the mind is elevated to a communion with its 
Maker. What a sublime field for moral investigation and 
critical research do the seven liberal arts and sciences 
aflbrd I The subtleties of Grammar^ Rhetoric, and Logic 
— the wonderful combinations of Arithmetic -^ the univer- 
sal application of Geometry — the delicacy of M.'sic, and 
the suhlimity of Astronomy, have each a separate charm to 
win the heart and point to a Creator. Circumstances of 
importance to the Cmft, and of peculiar interest to the 
Mason who delights in the study of the mystic beauties of 
hi3 profession, are here developed and explained. We may, 
however, oply add, that Masonry is considered under tw^ 
denominations — Operative and Speculative. 

OPERATIVE MASONRY. 

By Operative Masonry, we allude to a proper application of the 
ttseful rules of architecture, whence a structure will derive figuro 
strenp^h, and beauty, and from which will result a due pruportipji 
and jubt correspondence in all its parts. It furnishes us with 
dwellings, and convenient shelters firom the vicissitudes and io- 
clemencies of the seasons ; and while it displays the effects of 
human wisdom, as well in the choice as in the arrang:ement of 
the sundry materials of which an edifice is composed, it deinonr 
Strates that a frind of science ard industry is implanted in man 
for the best, most s'\lutary, and beneficent purposes. 
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SPECULATIVE MASONRY. 

By Specul&tive Masonry, we learn to subdue the passions, act 
opon the Square, keep a tongue of good report, maintain secrocy, 
•nd practise charity. It is so far interwoven with religion, as to 
lav us under obligations to pay that rational homaj^e to the Deity 
which at once constitutes our duty and our happiness. It leacte 
the contemplative to view with reverence and admiration the glo^ 
rious works uf the creation, and insj^res him with the most ex- 
alted ideas of the perfections of his Divine Creator. 

IN SIX DAYS 

€rod created the heavens and the earth, and rested upon the 
terenth day ; the seventh, therefore, our ancient Brethren conse* 
crated as a day of rest from their labors, thereby enjoying fre- 
quent opportunities to contemplate the glorious works of the cre- 
ation, and to adore their great Creator. 

The Globes, celestial and terrestrial, are referred to iii 
this section, and their uses explained. It need hardly hfi 
said that they are two artificial spherical bodies, on thd 
convox surface of which are represented the countries; 
seas, and various parts of the earth, the face of the 
heavens, the planetary revolutions, and other particulars. ' 

THE USE OF THE GLOBES. 

Their principal use, besides serving as maps to distinguish t a 
outward parts of the earth, and the situation of the fixed stars, is 
to illustrate and explain the phenomena arising from the annual 
revolution, and the diurnal rotation of the earth round its own 
axis. They are valuable instruments for improving the mind, and 
giving it the most distinct idea of any problem or proposition, as 
well as enabling it to solve the same. Contemplating these bod-r 
ies, we are inspired with a due reverence for tne Deity and his 
works, and are induced to encourage the studies of astronomy, 
geography, navigation, and the arts dependent on them, by which 
society has been so much benefited. 

The Five Orders of Architecture are introduced in 
this section, and severally illustrated. A brief description 
of them may not, therefore, be inappropriate in this place. 

OF ORDER IN ARCHITECTURE. 

By order in architecture, is meant a system of all the members, 
proportions, and omaiients of columns and pilasters; or, it is t 
regular arrangement of the projecting parts of s building, w hich, 
united with those of a column form a beautiful prrfect.and com^ 
ple^e whole 
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OF ITS ANTIQUITY. 

From the first formation of society, order in architecture may 
be traced. When the rigor of seasons first obliged men to con« 
tijve shelter from the inclemency of the weather, we learn thai they 
first planted trees on end, and then laid others across, to support 
t covering. The bands which connected those trees at top and 
bottom are said to have given rise to the idea of the liase and cap- 
ital of pillars ; and from this simple hint originally proceeded the 
mor? improveid art of architecture. 

The five Orders are thus classed : the Tuscan, Dorict 
ymiCf Corinthian, and Composite. 

THE TUSCAN 

If the most simple and solid of the five orders. It was inrented 
in Tuscany, whence it derives its name. Its column is seven di- 
ameters high ; and its capital, base, and entablature, have but 
few mouldings. The simplicity of the construction of this col* 
mnn renders it eligible where ornament would be superfluous. 

THE DORIC, 

Which is plain and natural, is the most ancient, and was in- 
rented by the Greeks. Its column is eight diameters high, and 
nas seldom any ornaments on base or capital, except mouldings , 
though the frieze is distinguished by triglyphs and metopes, and 
triglyphs compose the ornaments of the frieze. The solid com- 
position of this Order gives it a preference, in structures where 
strength and noble simplicity are chiefly required. 

The Doric is the best proportioned of all the Orders. The sev- 
eral parts of which it is composed are founded on the natural 
position of solid bodies. In its first invention it was more sim* 
pie than in its present state. In after times, when it began to be 
adorned, it gained the name of Doric ; for when it wa5 con* 
structed in its primitive aiid simple form, the name of Tuscan Mraa 
conferred on it. Hence, the Tuscan precedes the Doric in rank^ 
on account of its resemblance to that pillar in its original sU'^ 

TH& IONIC 
Bears a kind of mean proportion between the more solid and 
delicate Orders. Its column is nine diameters high ; its capital 
is adorned with volutes, and its cornice has dentals. There are 
both delicacy and ingenuity displayed in this pillar ; the inven- 
tion of w*hich is attributed to the lonians, as the fkmous tem- 
ple of Diana, at Ephesus, was of this order. It is said to 
nave been formed after the model of an agreeable young woman, 
of an elegant shape, dressed in her hair ; in contrast to the 
Doric order, which was formed af\er that of a strong robust 
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THE CORINTHIAN, 

The richest of the five orders, is deemed a master-piece of art. 
ItA Cdlumn is ten diameters high, and its capital is adorned Mnth 
(Wi) rows of leaves, and eig^ht volutes, whicn sustain the abacus. 
The fiieze is ornamented with curious devices, the coniice with 
Centals and modilli<ms. 

Tliis order is used in stately and superb structures. It was 
iti^^nted at Corinth, by Callimachus, who is said to have taken 
the hint of the capital of this pillar from the fcdiowing remarka- 
ble circumstance : — Accidentally passing by the tomb of a 
ytmng hidy, he perceived a basket of toys, covered with a tile, 
placed over an acanthus root — it having been left there by her 
nurse. As the branches grew up, they compassed the basket, 
till, arriving at the tile, they met with an obstruction, and bent 
downwards. Callimachus, struck with the object, set ab<iut im- 
itating the figure. The vase of the capital he made to represent 
the basket ; the abacas, the tile ; and the volutes, the bending 
feaves. 

THE COMPOSITE 

Is compounded of the other orders, and was contrived by the 
Romans. Its capital has the two rows of leaves of the Ckirin- 
thian, and the volutes of the Ionic. Its column has the quarter* 
round, as the Tuscan and Doric order ; is ten diameters high, 
and its cornice has dentals, of simple modillions. This pillar is 
generally found in buildings where strength, elegance and beauty, 
are displayed. 

OP THE INVENTION OF ORDER IN ARCHI- 
TECT XT R E . 

The ancient and original orders of architecture, esteemed hf 
tfaaons, are no more than three — the Doric, Ionic, and Corin- 
^iam, whidi were invented by the Greeks. To these the Ro- 
mans have a4ded two-rthe Tuscan, which they made phiinei 
taoi the Doric ; and the Composite, which was more ornamental, 
if not more beautiful, than the Corinthian. The first three 
ord<*TS alone, however, show invention, and particular character, 
and essentially differ from each other; the two others have 
nothing but what is borrowed, and differ only accidentally. The 
Tuscan is the Doric in its earliest state ; and the Composite is 
the Corinthian, enriched with the Ionic. To the Greeks, there- 
fore, and not to the Romans, we are indebted for what is great, 
indlcieus, and distinct, in architecture. 

THE FIVE SENSES OF HUMAN NATURE. 

The intelligent Mason will readily understand tiie ap|iU- 
cation of the following illustrations of the senses of Hsabp 
Qio, Seeing, Feeling, Smelling, and Tasting. 
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HEARING 

Ib thtt sense by which we distinguish sounds, sad are capiUa 
«r appreciating the agreeable charms of music. B^ it we are 
enabled to enjoy the pleasures of society, and reciprocally to 
oommunicate to each other our thoughts and intentions, our pur- 
poses and desires ; and thus our reason is rendered capable of 
CKPrting its utmost power and energy. 

The wise and beneficent Author of Nature intended, by the 
formation of this sense, that we should be social creatures, and 
receive the greatest and most important part of our knowledge 
from siKsial intercourse with each other. For these purposes we 
ire encfuwed with hearing, that, bv a proper exertion of our 
rational powers, our happiness may be complete. 

SEEING 

Is that sense by which we distinguish objects, and in an instant 
of time, without change of place or situation, view armies in 
battle array, figures of the most stately structures, and all the 
agreeable variety displayed in the landscape of nature. By thia 
sense, we find our way on the pathless ocean, traverse the fflobe 
of earth, determine its figure and dimensions, and delineate any 
region or quarter of it. By it, wc measure the planetary orbs, 
and make new discoveries in the spiiere of the fixed stars. Nay^ 
more ; by it we perceive the tempei9 and dispositions, the pas- 
eiohs and affections, of our fellow-creatures, when they wish 
most to conceal them ; so that, thou^^h the tongue may be taught 
to lie and dissemble, the countenanc. will display the hyp<icrisy 
fo the discerning eye. In fine, the ravs of light which adminis- 
ter to this sense are the most astonish 'nff parts of the animated 
creation, and render the eye a peculiar object of admiration. 

or all the faculties, sight is the noblest. The structure of the 
eye and its appurtenances evinces the admirable contrivance of 
eat u re for performing all its various external and internal mo- 
tions : while the variety disphiyed in i\u* eyes of difierent ani- 
Vials, suited to their several ways of life, clearly demonstratee 
^is organ to be the master-piece uf nature's worlcs. 

FEELING 

Is that sense by which we distinguish the diflbrent qualities of 
bodies ; such as heat and coM, hardness and siiftness, roughne« 
and smtNithness, figure, solidity, motion, and extension. 

These three senses. Hearings Seeing, and Fedmg, are 
deemed peculiarly essential to Masons. 

SMELLING 

b that sense by which we distinguish odors, the mipt;a|^j 
ef «vhich convey different impressions to t^>e mind. Aiupi'^ 
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vegetable bodies, and indeed most other boaies, while ejcpoeei It 
the air, continually send forth effluvia of vast subtilty, as well in 
the state of life and growth, as in the state of fermentation simI 
putrefacti'm. These effluvia, being drawn into the nostrils aloof 
with the air, are the means by which all bodies are smelle£ 
Hence it is evident, that there is a manifest appearance of de- 
sign in tlie ipreat Creator^s having pla ited the organ of smelt m 
the inside of that canal through which the air continually passes 
in respiration. 

TASTING 

Enables us to make a proper distinction in the choice of on 
food. The organ of this sense guards the entrance of the alimenl> 
ary canal, as that of smelling guards the entrance of the canal 
for respiration. From the situation of both these organs, it is 

{>Iain that they were intended by nature to distinguish wholesome 
hod from that which is nauseous. Everything that enters into 
the stomach must undergo the scrutiny of tasting ; and by it ws 
are capable of discerning the changes which the same body un- 
dergoes in the different compositions of art, cookery, chemistry^ 
pharmacy. Sic. 

Smelling and tasting are inseparably connected ; and it is by 
the unnatural kind of life men commonly lead in society, that 
these senses are rendered less fit to perform their natural offices. 

OF THE SEVEN LIBERAL ARTS AND SCIENCES. 

The Seven Liberal Arts and Sciences are also illus- 
trated in this section, A very brief analjrsis of the char- 
acter of each may not, therefore, be altc^ther inappropriate 
in this phice. 

ORAMMAR 

Is the key by which alone a door can be opened to the onder- 
standinff of speech. It is Grammar which reveals the admirable 
art of Tanffuaffe, and unfolds its various constituent parts, its 
names, definitions, and respective offices ; it unravels, as it were, 
the thread of which the web of speech is composed. These re- 
flections seldom occur to any one before their acquaintance with 
the art ; yet it is most certain, that, without a knowled^ el 
Grammar, it is very difficult to speak with propriety, preeuHMii 
and purify. 

RHETORIC. 

It is by Rhetoric that the art of speaking eloquently is aeqmrei. 
To be an eloquent speaker, in the proper sense of the word, b te 
ftom being either a common or an easy attainment. It is the ail 
«f being persuasive and conunanding ; the art, not only of pleaa* 
iMg-tbe nney, but of speaking both to tie andewtimfing aad is 
Iksbearu 
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LOGIC 

Is that seienoe which directs us how .a form clear ai^ distinol 
ideas of things, and thereby prevents us from being misled by 
their similitude or resemblance. Of all the human sciences, that 
eonceming man is certainly most worthy of man. The pre- 
cise business of Logic is to explain the nature of the humsn 
mind, and the proper manner of conducting its several powers in 
the attainment of truth and knowledge. This science oug^t to 
be cultivated as the foundation oi ground-work of our inquiries ; 
particularly in the pursuit of those sublime principles which 
elaim our attention as Masons. 

ARITHMETIC 

Is the art of numbering, or that pan of the mathematics whidi 
eonsiders the properties of numbers in general. We have but a 
very imperfect idea of thinffs, without quantity, and as imperfect 
of quantity itself, without &e help of Arithmetic. All the works 
of the Almighty are made in number, weight, and measure; 
therefore, to understand them rightly, we ought to understand 
arithmetical calculations ; and the greater advancement we make 
in the mathematical sciences, the more capable we shall be of 
considering such things as are the ordinary objects of our con- 
ceptions, smdbe thereby led to a more comprehensive knowledge 
of our j^xeat Creator, and the works of the creation. 

GEOMETRY 

Treats of the powers and properties of magnitudes in general, 
where length, breadth, and thickness, are considered — from a 
paint to a linCf from a line to a superfice, and from a superfioe to 
a soHd. 

A fkfint is the beginning of all Geometrical matter. 

A &ne is a continuation of the same. 

A superfice is length and breadth without a given thickness. 

A MoUd is length and breadth with a given thickness, whi^ 
forms a cube, and comprehends the whole.* 

OF THE ADVANTAGES OF GEOMETRY. 

By this science, the architect is enabled to construct his plansg 
amd execute his designs ; the general, to arrange his soldiers ; 
the engineer, to mark out grounds for encampments ; the geog 
rapher, to give us the dimensions of the world, and all things 
therein contained, to delineate the extent of seas, and specify the 

* Th'is definition is sometimes ^iyen as follows :^" A point is a tigurt 
without dimensions, or an indiYisible part of space. A Une is a point 
continued, and a figure of one capacity, namely, length. A auperdee ia 
a ftgiite of two dimensions, namely, lengih and breadth, A so&d Is f 
Igiuw of thret dimeusions, namely, length, Vreadth, and thieknee$,* 
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divisions of empires, kingdoms, and provinces. By it, also, ib* 
astronomer it enabled to make bis obserfations, and tt» fix tbedn^ 
latioD of times and reasons, ^ears and cycles. In ins, Cresm^ 
try is tbe foundation of architecture, and the root of the maobdf 
matios. 

MUSIC 

Is that elevated science which afibcts the passions by sound 
Tliere are few who have not felt its charms, and ackhuwTed^^ 
hs expressions to be intelligible to the heart. It is a languaj^ 
of delightful sensations, if^ more elegant than words ; it breatho^ 
to the ear the clearest intimations : it touches and gently agi- 
tates the agreeable and sublime passions ; it wraps us in melan- 
choly, and elevates us in joy ; it dissolves and inflames ; it melts 
OS in tenderness, and excites us to war! This science is truly 
eongenial to the nature of man : for, by its powerful charms, th^ 
ttiost discordant passions may be harmoiiized, and brought inte 
perfect unison ; but it never sounds widi such seraphic harmony 
as when employed in singing hymns of gratitude to the CreatSl 
of the universe. 

ASTRONOMY ^ 

Is that sublime science which inspires the contempbdve nmii 
to soar aloft, and read the wisdom, strength and beauty, of tbQ 
pfreat Creator, in the heavens. How nobly doquent of the Dei^ 
18 the celestial hemisphere ! — epangled with the most magnificent 
heralds of his infinite glory ! They speak to the whole universe $ 
for there is neither speech so barbsurous but their language is 
understood, nor nation so distant but their voices are h&afi 
amongst them. 

The heavens proclaim the gflory of God ; 

The firmamciit dechueth tbe works of bis hands. 

Assisted by Astronomy, we ascertain the laws Which govern 
tlie heavenly bodies, and by whidi their motions are directed ; 
investigate the power by which the^r circulate in their orbs, dis^ 
cover their size, determine their distance, expla^ their varioup 
phenomena, and correct the fallacy of Uie senses by the light of 
«ruth. 

OF THB MORAL ADVANTAOfiS OF QBOMBTttlr. 

Geometry, the first and voblest of sdences, is the basts 4m 
which the superstructure of Freemasonry is erected. By €leom- 
etry, we may curiously trace nature, through her various wind- 
ings, to her most concealed reeesses. By it, we discover fAm 
power, wisdom and goodness, of tlie Grand Artificer <^ A0 
Universe, and view with deliglit the proportions wfaiefa comneol 
this vast machine. By it, we discover how the planets move i» 
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their xespective oibits, and demonstrate their various levolntions 
By it, we account for the return of seasons, and the Tariety of 
■oenes which each season displays to the discerning eye. Num- 
berlesB worlds are around us, all framed by the same Dirino 
Artist, which roll through the vast expanse, and are all conducted 
by the same unerring law of nature. 

A survey of nature, and the observation of her beautifii! pro- 
portions, first determined man to imitate the Divine plan, and 
study symmetry and order. This gave rise to societies, and 
birth to every useful art. The architect began to design ; and 
the plans which he laid down, being improved by time and ex- 
perience, have produced works which are the admiration of every 
age. 

The lapse of time, the ruthless hand of ignorance, and the 
devastations of war, have laid waste and destroyed many valuable 
monuments of antiquity, on which the utmost exertions of human 
genius have been employed. Even the Temple of Solomon, so 
^acious and magnificent, and constructed by so many celebrated 
trtists, escaped not the unsparing ravages of barbarous force. 
Freemasonry, notwithstanding, has still survived. The attetUitm 
wr receives the sound from the instructive tongue, and the mjrs- 
series of Masonry are safely lodged in the repository oifmthful 
breasts.

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REMARKS OK THE THIRl' DEGREE. §» 

^Yje% In the s^coq4i we are mow thoroughly iiidutied 
i^to the mysteije9 of ipoml seience, and learn to trace the 
goodness and majeUy of the Creator, hy minutely anv 
^zing bia works. But the third degree is the cement of the 
whole. It presents us with a series of historical iiEu^ts and 
ceremonies, illustrating many passages in the Jewish Scrip* 
tares, and referring to the fundamental truths of our holy 
religion. It is calculated Xq bind men together by mystic 
points of fellowship, as in a bond of fraternal affection and 
Brotherly-I^ve. It is among Brethren of this degree that 
the ancient landmarks of the Order are preserved, and il 
k from them that we derive that fund of information whici) 
none but ingenious and expert Masons can supply. It may 
be, truly said, that but few ever attain to a perfect knowl 
edge of it ; yet it is not less tnie, that they who gain by 
merit the marks of preeminence and distinction which it 
confers, receive a reward which amply compensates them, 
for tbi^iir attention and assidpity. 

It is also from Brethren of this degree that the rulera of 
the Graft are selected ; because it is only from those who 
are capable of giving instruction that we can reasonably 
expect to receive it And well would it be for. our Lodges, 
and for the Fraternity at laige, if the ancient regulation 
were more strictly observed, that no Brother should be per* 
mitted to be raised to this degree who had not made him^ 
self thoroughly proficient in the two preceding. 

Divested of those duties and ceromonies which mora im* 
mediately appertain to the degree of a Past Master, this it 
divided iito three sections, throughout the whole of which 
we are taught to circumscribe our conduct within thff 
boundary line of our duties to God and man. 



FIRST SECTION, 
The first section in thi?, a? in the two preceding degrees, 
I initiatory; and a knowledge of it is indispensable la 
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erery Brother who is desirous of holding office, or wh« 
would make himself useful in the ceremonial tiansactioM 
of the Lodge. 

The following passage of Scripture is introduced and lead 
by the Master: — 

EOCLESUSTTES Xn. 1— 7.« 
« Remember now thy Creator in the days of thy yoath» while 
the evil days come not, nor the years draw nigh, when thon shaJt 
•ay, 1 have no pleasure in them : while the sun, or the light, or 
the moon, or the stars, be not darkened, nor the clouds return after 
the rain : in the day when the keepers of the house shall tremble, 
and the strong men shall bow themselves, and the grinders cease 
because they are few, and those that look out of the windows be 
darkened, and the doors shall be shut in the streets, when the 
sound of the grinding is low, and he shall rise up at the voice of 
the bird, and all the daughters of music shall be brought low. 
Also, when they shall be afraid of that which is high, and fears 
shall be in the way, and the almond-tree shall flourish, and the 
gra«iiihopper shall be a burden, and desire shall fail : because man 
goeth to his long home, and the mourners go about the streets : 
or ever the silver cord be loosed, or the golden bowl be broken, 
or the pitcher be broken at the fountain, or the wheel broken at 
the cistern. Then shall the dust ictuni to the earth as it was : 
and the spirit shall return unto God who gave it."

it rather emulation, of who best can work, and best agree. 



SECOND SECTION. 

Tl\is sectioa recites the historical traditions of the Ordes^ 
and presents to view a picture of greai moral sublimity. 
It exemplifies an instance of virtue and firmness seldom 
equalled, and never excelled. 

Tbe following prayer may be used in the ceremony of 
this degree, by the Master, if the occasion requires, or ren* 
ders it expedient : — 

Almighty and Eternal Grod! Great Architect and 'Ruler of 
the Universe! — at whose creative fiat all things first were 
made ! — We, the frail creatures of thy Providence, humbly im- 
plore thee to pour down on this convocation, assembled in thy 
tioly name, tbe continual dew of thy blessing. And we espeo- 
ially beseech thee to impart thy grace to this thy servant, "who 
offers himself a candidate to partake with us the mysterious 
secrets of a Master Mason. Endue him with such fortitude that, 
in the hour of trial, he faint not ; but pass him safely, under thy 
protection, through the valley of the shadow of death, that he 
may finally arise from the tomb of tnuuigression, and shine as iIm 
•tars for evor and ever. Amen.

THIRD SECTION. 

This section illustrates certain hieroglyphical emblemi^ 
and inculcates many useful and impressive moral lessons. 
It also details many particulars relative to the building of 
the Temple at Jerusalem. 

This magnificent structure was founded in the fourth 
year of the reign of Solomon, on the second day of the 
month Zif, being the second month of the sacred year 
It was located on Mount Moriah, near the place where 
Abraham wao about to offer up his son Isaac, and where 
David met and appeased the destroying angel. JosephuA 
informs us, that, although more than seven years were 
occupied in building it, yet, during the whole term, it did 
not rain in the daytime, that the workmen might not be 
obstructed in their labor. From sacred history we also 
learn that there was not the sound of axe, hammer, or any 
tool of iron, heard in the house while it was builduig. 
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Jt is said ir have been supported by foarteen hundred and 
fifty-three columns, and two thousand nine hundred and six 
pilasters, all hewn from the finest Parian marble. There 
were employed in its building, three Grand Masters ; three 
tfai^iisand and three hundred Masters, or Overseers of the 
W oric ; eignty thousand Fellow-Crafts ; and seventy thoii* 
sand Entered Apprentices, or bearers of burthens. All 
these were classed and arranged in such manner, by the 
wisdom of Solomon, that neither envy, discord, nor confii* 
sion, was suflered to interrupt or disturb the peace and good 
fellowship which prevailed among the workmen. 

In front of the magnificent porch were placed the two 
celebrated pillars — one on the left hand, and one on the 
right hand. They are supposed to have been placed there 
as a memorial to the children of Israel, of the happy deliv* 
erance of their forefathers from Egyptian bondage, and in 
commemoration of the miraculous pillars of fire and cloud. 
The pillar of fire gave light to the Israelites, and facilitated 
their march, and the cloud proved darkness to Pharaoh and 
his host, and retarded their pursuit. King Solomon, there- 
fore, ordered these pillars to be placed at the entrance of 
the Temple, as the most conspicuous part, that the children 
of Israel might have that happy event continually before 
their eyes, in going to and returning from Divine worship. 

In this section are also explained a variety of appropriate 
emblems, with which the skillful Brother will not fail to 
niake himself familiarly acquainted. Among them are the 
following : — 

THE THREE STEPS, 

Usually delineated upon the Master's Carpet, are emblematip 
eal ol the three principal stages of human life ; viz., youth, niia- 
hood, and age. In youth, as Entered Apprentices, we ought 
industriously to occupy our minds in the attainment of uami 
kaowledge ; in manhcMxi, as Fellow-CraAs, we should applv our 
kaowledge to the discharge of our respective duties to God, our 
eeiglibor, and ourselve3 ; that so, in age, as Master Masons, we 
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^y enjoy the happy reilectioo consequent on % well-spent life, 
ftnd die in the hope of a glorious inuuottahty. 

THBPOTOFINCSNSB 
Is an emblem of a pure heart, which is always an aocepMble 
■acrifioe to the Deity : and as this gloH*s with fervent heat, so 
ihould our hearts continually slow with gratitude to the irreat 
fnd beneficent Author of our exuitenoe, tor the manifold blessing 
fnd comforts we enjoy. 

TRB BBB-HIVB 

Is an emblem of industry, and recommends the practice of that 
virtue to all created beings, from the highest seraph in heaven, to 
the lowest reptile of the dust. It teaches us mat, as we came 
into the world rational and intelligent beings, so we should ever 
be industrious ones ; never sitting down contented, while our 
fellow-creatures around us are in want : especially when it is in 
6ur ptiwer to relieve them, without inconvenience to ourselves, 

yS hen we take a survey of nature, we view roan in his infancy, 
more helpless and indigent than the brutal creation ; he lies 
languishing for days, months, and years, totally incapable of 
l^viding sustenance for himself, of guarding against the attacks 
of the wild beasts of the field, or sheltering himself from the 
Riclemeneies of the weather. 

It might have pleased the great Creator of heaven and earth to 
have made man independent of all other beings ; but, as depend- 
ence is one of the strongest bonds of society, mankind were made 
dependent on each other for protection and security, as they 
thereby enjoy better opportunities of fulfilling the duties of recip- 
rocal love and friendship. Thus was man Uirmed for social and 
ietive life, the noblest part of the work of God ; and he that wiM 
•0 demean himself as not to be endeavoring to add to the connnoe 
stock of knowledge and understanding, may be deemed a drtme in 
the hive of nature, a useless member of society, and unworthy of 
our protection as Masons.

On tha day and hour appointed, the Grand Master and 
fik ofiicenf meet in a convenient room, near to tHat in which 
the Lodge to be constituted is a^semUed* and open the 
Grand Lodge in the three degrees of Masonry. 

The oOicers of the new Lodge are to be examined by the 
Deputy Giand Master; after which they return lo their 
Lodge. 

The new Lodge then sen^ one of its members to the 
Grand Master, with the following message, viz., — ^ 

" Most Worshippvl — 
**The officers and Brethren o f Lod^, who are now 

assembled at ,have instmcted me to inform you, that the 

Most Worshipful Grand Lodge (or Grand Master) was pleased 

to grant them a letter of Dispensation, bearing date the 

day of , in the year , authorizing mem to form and 

open a Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons, in the town of 
— ; that since that period they haye regularly assembled, 
and conducted the business of Masonry according to the best of 
their abilities ; that their proceedings having received the appro- 
bation of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge, they have obtamed 
a Charter of constitution, and are desirous that their Lodge 
diould be consecrated, and their officers installed, agreeably to 
the ancient usages and customs of the Craft; for wh^ purpose 
they are now met, and await the pleasure of the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master." 

He then returns to his Lodge, who prepare for the 
reception of the Grand Lodge. When notice is given that 
they are prepared, the Grand Lodge walk in procession to 
their halL When the Grand Master enters, the grand hon- 
on are given by the new Lodge ; the oflken of which 
resign their seats to the Grand Officers, and take their sev- 
eral stations on their left 

The necessary cautions are then given, and all, except- 
ing Masten and Past Masten of Iiodges, are requested to 
retire, until the Master of the new Lodge is placed in the 
Oriental Chair. He is then bound to the faithful pe^orm 
f of his trust, and duly invested.

die Ludge is placed in the centre, upon the platform, cor* 
ered with white satin or linen, and encompassed hj the 
three tapers, and the vessels of com, wine, and oiL 

A piece of music is performed, and the public eerricea 
commenco with prayer. An oration, or sermon, upon the 
design and principles of the Institution, is then delivered 
by the Grand Chaplain, or some one appointed for that pur« 
pose, which is succeeded by a piece of music. The Grand 
Marshal then directs the officers and membera of the new 
Lodge, to form in front of the Grand Master. The Dep- 
uty Grand Master addresses the Grand Master, as fol 
lows : — 

" Most Worshipful — 

** A numlier uf Brethren, duly instructed in the mysteries of 
Masonry, having assembled together at stated periods, fur some 
time past^ by virtue of a Dispensation granted them for that 
purpose, do now desire to be constituted into a regular Lodge^ 
agreeably to the ancient usages and customs of the fraternity." 

Their Secretary then delivera the Dispensation and 
records to the Master elect, who presents them to the 
Grand Master. 

The Grand Master examines the records, and if they m 
found corr^t, proclaims, 

** The records appear to be property entered, and are approved; 
.Upon due deliberation, the Grand Lodge have granted the Breth* 
fen of this new Lodge a Charter, confirming them in the rightt 
sad privileges of % rtgularfy eotiMtituted L^dge ; which theGraod 
Secnnary will now rrad." 

After the Charter is read, the Grand Master then says, 

** We shall now proceed, aeoordinff to ancient usage, to eoa-

The Grand Master, attended by the Grand Officers, ani 
the Grand Chaplain, form themselves, in order^ roand thi 
Lodge, which is then uncovered, while a piece of solemn 
music is performed. The first clause of the Consecration

You are carefully to pio s ei f e and 
duly transmit it to your successor in office. 

*^Lastfyf you receive in charge the By-Laum of your LodglH 
which you are to see carefully and punctually executed." 

The Jewels of the officers of the new Lodge are then 
returned to the Master, who delivers them, respectively, ^ 
the several officers of the Grand Lodge, accoidiqg to tbdr 
lank. 

The subordinate officers of the new Lodge ate then in*

htgfa imiMiitaiiee of M^eaatf ; and seriously admonish t^m nerer 
to diignee it. Charge them to practise oW of the Lodoe those 
dvtiee which they have been tanght in it;* and by amiable, dis- 
neM'AMl ▼inuoafrcondttet, to convince mankind of the goodness 
of the Instittitioii ; so thM when a person is said to be a membei 
of it, the world may know that he is one to whom the burthenea 
hnn may ponr out its sorrows ; to whom distress may prelbt its 
eoit ; whose hand is guided by justice, and his heart is expanded 
by benerolence. In short, by a diligent observance of the fiy- 
J#WB ofvonr l4odffe, the Constitutions of Masonry, and, above 
aU, Uie Holy Scarij^ures^ which are given as a rule and guide to 
your mith, you wUl be enabled to acquit yourself with honor and 
fepatation, and lay up a crown of rejoicing, which shall continue 
when time shall bo no more. 

«< Brother Senior and Jvnior Wardens— 

'* You are too well acquainted with the principles of Masonry 
Ut warrant any distrust that you will be found wanting in the 
discharge of your respective duties. SuflSCe it to say, that what 
you have seen praiseworthy in others, you should carefully imi- 
tate ; and what in them may have appeared defective, you should 
in y^iMiWelves ahiend. Ton should be example of good dfder 
aild'i^Bgolanty ; for it is only 1^ a due regard to the laws, in yonf 
own conduct, that you can expect obedience to them from others. 
Ifbn a^e assiduously to assist the Master in the discbarge of^ his 
trttit ; diflhsrng light and imparting knowledge to all whom htf 
shall place under yOur care. In the absence of the Master, you 
will silcceed to higher duties ; your acquirements must therefore 
bf such as that the Craft may never snfibr for want of proper 
instruction. From the spirit which you have hitherto evinced, 
I entertain no doubt that your future conduct will be such as to 
merit the applause of your Brethren, and the testimony of a good 
eonseience

** Such is the nature of out Constitution, that as some must, of 
neeessity, rule and teach, so others most, of oeuTte, learn to sub- ^ 
mit and obey. HumilitY in both is an esseirtiad duty. The offi- 'y^ 
. oers who are appointed to govern ^onr Lodge are sufficiently 
conversant with the rules of propriety, and the laws of the In- 
stitution, to avoid exceeding the powers with which they are \ 
intrusted ; and you are of too generous dispositions to envy their ' \ 
preferment. I thereibre trust that you will hate but one aim-^ / 
to please eadi other, and unite in the grand design of being happy, 
and communicating happiness. 

'* Finally, my Brethren, as this association has been formed 
and perfected in so much unanimity and concord, in whieh we 
ffiatly i«^oice, so may it long continue. May yod long e^jof

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every satisfaction and de%ht which disinterested friendship ssaz. 
affi>rd. May kindness and Bnnherlyaffeetion distinguidi yonr 
conduct as men and as Masons. Within your peaMful mils, 
may your children's children celebrate, with joy and mtitude, 
the annual recurrence of this auspicious solemnity. / And may 
jthe tenets of our fn^trifession be transmitted through your Lodge, 
I pure and unimpaired, from generation to generation." < 

The Orand Marshal then (Nnoclaims the new Lodge, in 
the following manner, viz., —

The Orand Chaplain then makes the conclading pray^ 
which ends the public ceremonies. 

The Grand Procession is then formed, in the same ordei 
iS before, and returns to the hall. 

The Orand Master, Deputy Grand Master, and Orand 
Wardens being seated, all but Master Masons are requested 
to retire; and the procession continues round the hall, which, 
upon passing the several Grand Officers, pays them due 
homage, by the usual congratulation and honors, in the 
diflbrent degrees. During the procession, (which passes 
three times round the Lodge,) the following Ode is sung, 
which concludes the ceremony of installation.

The same cere- 
mony and charges attend every succeeding installation of 
new officers.

This ceremony is conducted by the Grand Master and 
his officers, assisted by the members of the Grand Lodge, 
and such other officers and members of private Lodges as 
can conveniently attend. The Chief Magistrate, and other 
civil officers of the place where the building is to be erected, 
generally attend on the occasion. 

At the time appointed, the Grand Lodge is convened in 
some suitable place, approved by the Grand Master. A 
band of martial music is provided, and the Brc^thren appear 
in the insignia of the Order, and with white gloves and 
aprons. The Lodge is opened by the Grand Master, and 
the rules for regulating the procession to and from the place 
where the ceremony is to be performed are read by the 
Grand Secretary. The necessary cautions are ther given

A triumphal arch is usually erected at the plaoe where 
the ceremony is to be performed. The procession* passes 
through the arch, and the Brethren repairing to their stands, 
the Grand Master and his officers take, their places on a 
temporary platform, covered with a carpet The foUowing 
Hymn may then be sung :

The Grand Master commands silence, and the necessary 
preparations are made for laying the Stone, on which is 
engraved the year of Masonry, the name and titles of the 
Orand Master, &c. 6cc» 

The Stone is raised up, by the means of an engine erected 
for that purpose, and the Grand Chaplain, or orator, repeats 
a short prayer. The Grand Treasurer, by the Grand Mas- 
ter's command, places under the Stone various sorts of coin 
and medals of the present age. Solemn mufic is intro- 
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<kioed, and the Slone let down into its phce. The principal 
architect then j^^esents the working tools to the (Jrand 
•Master, who applies the Plumb, Square and Levd, to the 
Stone, in their proper positions, and pronounces it to he 

^ WELL FORMED, TftXTS JUfD TRUSTY." 

The golden and silver vessels are next hroughw to the 
table, and delivered, the former to the Deputy Orand Mas- 
ter, and the latter to the Grand Wardens, who successively 
present them to the Grand Master; and he, according to 
ancient ceremony, pours the com, the wine, and the oil, 
which they contain, on the Stone, saying, 

" May the all bounteous Author of Nature bless the inhabitants 
of this place with all the necessaries, conveniences and comforts 
of life ; assist in the erection and completion of the building ; 
protect the workmen against every accident, and long preserve 
this structure from decay ; and grant to us all, in needed supply, 
the Corn of nourishment^ the Wine of refreshmerU^ and the Oil 

^^ Amen! so mote it be! Amen!^'* 

He then strikes the Stone thrice with the mallet, and the 
public honors of Masonry are given. 

The Grand Master then delivers over to the architect the 
various implements of architecture, intrusting him with the 
superintendence and direction of the work; after which, he 
reascends the platform, and an Oration, suitable to the 
occasion, is delivered. A voluntary collection is made for 
the workmen, and the sum collected is placed upcm the 
Stone by the Grand Treasuv^. The ceremony concludes 
with the anneied Ode. After which, the procession returns 
to the place whence it set out, and the Lodge is ck>sed.

On die dayappointed for the celebratbii of the ceiemony 
ef 'Dedicatkm, the Gtntnd Master and Ms officers, aceompa^ 
BMd b]r the members of the Grand Lodge, meet in a cob- 
fenient room near to the place where the ceremony is to 
ke performed, and the Grand Lodge is opened in am]^ 
form, in the first three Degrees of Masonry. 

The Master of the Lodge to which ^e hall to be Dbdi- 
ealed belongs, being present, rises and addresses the Oiud 
Master as follows : -^ 
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**Mon WoRSHiprm. — . 

'< The Brethren ot ■ Lodge, being animated with a deaiit 
of promoting the bcmor and interest of Uie Craft, have, at preat 
pains and expense, erected a Masonic Hall, for their convemenoe 
and accommodation. They are now desirous that the same should 
be examined by tne Most Worshipful Grand Lodge ; and if it 
should meet their approbation, that it should be solemnly dedi* 
aited to Masonic purposes, agreeably to ancient form.'* 

The Orand Master then directs the Grand Secretary to 
read the Order of Procession, which is delivered over to the 
Oiand Marshal; and a Grenerai Charge, respecting propriety 
of behavior, is given by the Deputy Grand Master ; or the 
necessary directions are given to the Brethren from the 
Chair. 

A grand procession is then formed, in the order laid down 
in the first section. The whole moves forward to the hall 
which is to be Dedicated ; and upon the arrival of the front 
of the procession at the door, they halt, open to the right 
and left, and face inward, whilst the Grand Master, and 
3thers in succession, pass through and enter. The music 
continues while the procession marches three times round 
thehalL 

The Lodge is placed in the centre. The Grand Master 
having taken the chair, under a canopy, the Orand Officers 
take the phices of the corresponding c^cen of the Lodge» 
and the Masten and Wardens of other Lodges repair to 
the phices previously prepared for their reception. The 
three lights, (in a triangukr form,) and the gold and silver 
pitchers, with the com, wine and oil, are placed on the 
Lodge, at the head of which stands the pedestal, or altar, 
with the Bible open, and the Square and Compass laid 
thereon. The Constitution is fdased beside it, on a dial* 
son velvet cushion.

The officers take their position at the head of Ae giftte, 
and the following service is performed by the Chaplain of 
Master: —

We feel our own feet 
rtide fnm the precarious bank mi which we stand, and bat afow 
suns more, and we shall be whelmed amid death*s awfbl waTCs. 

The younger are crowding the next older oflf the stage of ac- 
tion, as though each were anxious to exhibit his part in the 
strange and ever-i^angefol drama of human life. Not a solitary 
individual reenters the world's theatre. All take their «ut| ana 
are known beneath the sun no more forerer. 

We are now in the solemn gprave-yard, and here learn the only 
latiffuage of the tomb — the epitaph declaring they once Uved. 

Lettered stones and monuments are more mstructiTo than the 
once living thousands whose memories they preserve firom ob- ^^^ 
lirion. 

All, except these, is speiechless as the chambers of eternal 
silence. No lingering spirits hover around their mouldering 
relics, whispering any intelligence of their present existence.

Their hearts, that onee beat high with 
inpes of life and ^ory, are unafieete(i^ widii the interests of 
earth, and susceptible of nought but the feelings that appertain 
to another world. 

Not only these are gone, but even the you^, whose ehedot 
are mantled with sunny smiles, i^ whose eye sparides in all the 
brilliancy of health, must soon beceme an inanimaie lamp of 
day. Those lips, that now echo the sentiments of inexperience, 
must be silent, and tiie heart that now palpitates and rejoices at 
the sound of pleasure must be stilled in ttie cold and cheeriess 
mansions of the dead.

FUNERAL SERVICE. 
I By Br. WiUiam Preston.] 

The Brethren being assembled at the Lodge-room, (or 
some other convenient place,) the presiding Master opens 
the Lodge, in the Third Degree, with the usual forms ; 
and, having 'Stated the purpose of the meeting, the servi<*« 
begins. 

Master. * * What man is he that liveth, and shall not see death ! 
Shall he deliver his soul from the hand of the grave t" 

Response. *' Man walketh in a vain shadow ; he heapeth up 
riches, and cannot tell who shall gather them." 

Master. *' When he dieth, he shall carry nothing away; his 
glory shall not descend after him." 

Besponse. '* Naked he came into the world, and naked he 
must return. 

Master. " '>*he Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away ; 
blessed be the t^ ne of the Lord !" 

The grand he )rs are then given, and certain forms used 
which cannot bi here explained. 

The Master, then, taking the bacebd roll in his hand, 
says, 

" Let Hs die the death of tne ngnteous, and let our last end 
be like his!" 

The Brethren answer, 

** €rod is our God for ever and ever ; he wUl be our guide 
even unto death." 

The Master then records the name and agr ot tne de* 

ceased upon the roll, and says. 
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** Almighty Father ! Into thy hands we commend the aoul of 
our loving Brother." 

The Brethren answer three times (giring the grand hon 

ors each time) : — 

" The will of God is aooompliahed ! So he it.** 

The Master then deposits the roll in the archiTes, and 
repeats the following pmyer : — 

** Most glorious God ! Author of all good, and girer of all 
mercy ! Pour dowi\ thy blessings upon us, and strengthen our 
solemn engagements with the ties of sincere affection ! May the 
present instance of mortality remind us of our approaching fiite, 
and draw our attention towards thee, the only refuge in tune of 
need; that, when the awful moment shall arrive that we are 
about to quit this transitory scene, the enlivening prospect of thy 
mercy may dispel the gloom of death ; and, a£r our departure 
hence in peace and in thy favor, we may be received into thine 
everlasting kingdom, to enjoy, in union with the souls of oui 
departed Iriends, the just reward of a pious and virtuous life, 
ilmen." 

A procession is then formed, which moves to the house 
of the deceased, and from thence to the place of interment 
The different Lodges rank according to seniority, excepting 
that the Lodge of which the deceased was a membe? 
walks nearest the corpse. Each Lodge forms one diyisioiiv 
and the following order is observed : —

Tke Brethieu are not 4o desert their ranks, or ehango 
|i|acea, but keep in their different departments. When the 
procession arrives at the church-yard, the members of th^ 
Lodge form a circle round the grave, and the clergyman 
fLBd officers of the acting Lodge taking their station at 
the head of the grave, and the mourners at the foot, the 
peirvice is resumed, and the following exhortation given : -re 

**Here we view a striking instance of the uncertainty of hfit 
and the vanity of all human pursuits. The last offices paid to 
Ihe dead are only useful as lectures lo the liviag ; from lAiem we 
i|re to derive instruction, and consider every solemnity of this 
kind as a sununons to prepare for our approaching dissolution. 

^* Notwithstanding die various mesMntoes of mortality witk 
^hich we daily meet, — notwithstanding death ha^ espihlished 
his empire over all the works of nature, — yet, through some 
eaBtaMe infintnation, we forget that we are bom to die. 



We go on from one design to another, sdd hope to bope,aad Is^ 
out plans for the emplojonent of many years, till we are sud* 
denly ijarmed ^i^ the su[>proach of death, when we least expect 
him, and at an hour which we probably conclud«i to be the 
meridian of our existence. 

** What are all the externals of majesty, ^e pride of wealth, 
or ohaifos of beauty, when nature has paid her juet debts ! fix 
your eyes on the last scene, and view life, stript of her orna- 
ments, and exposed in bar natural meanness ; you will then be 
sonviiMsed of the futility uf these egagitj delusions. In the ^ve, 
all fallacies are detected, all ranks are levelled, and all distinc- 
tions done away. 

** While we drop the ^rmpathetie tear over the grave gf our 
teoeased friend, let chanty incline us to throw a veil over his 
foibles, whatever ^y may have been, and not withhold from 
Ids memory the praise that his virtues may have claimed. Suffer 
the apologies of human nature to plead in his behalf. Perfection 
on eaurth has never been attained ; the wisest, asj£glLaa.thfi. bfi0t 
«f men, have erred. -^ -- 

^^Miertlieikresent example excite our most serious thoughts* 
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and slrengtheu our lesolutions of amendment. As life is ancer- 
tain, and all earthly purauita ary vain , let us no longer postpone 
the important concern or prepariiig for eternity, but embrace the 
happy moment, while time and opportunity offer, to provide 
against the great change, when all the pleasures of this world 
shall cease to delight, and the reflections of a virtuous life yield 
the onlv comfort and consolation. Thus our expectations will 
not be frustrated, nor we hurried unprepared into the presence 
9i an all-wise and pcwerful Judge, to whom the secrets of all 
hearts are known. 

'* Let us, while in this state of existence, support with pro- 
priety the character of our profession, advert to the nature of our 
solemn ties, and pursue with assiduity the sacred tenets of our 
Order. Then, with becoming reverence, let us supplicate the 
Divine Grace, to insure the favor of that eternal Being, whose 
goodness and power know no bound; that, when the awful 
moment arrives, be it soon or late, we may be enabled to prose- 
cute our journey, without dread or apprehension, to that tax 
distant country, whence no traveller returns." 

The following invocations are then made by the Mas 
ten — 

Master. ** May we be true and faithfiil ; and may we live and 
die in love ! " 

Answer. '« So mote it be." 

Master. ** May we profess what Is good, and always set 
greeably to our profession !" 

Answer. «* So mote it be." 

Master. ** May the Lord bless as, and prosper oa; and may 
all OUT good intentions be crowned with suoosm! " 

Answer. ** So mote it be." 

Master. «*Glorybe toGod on high! on eaith peaee ! good 
will towards men ! " 

Answer. " So mote it be, now, from henceforth, and forevei^ 
more." 

The Brethren then move in procession round the place 
of interment, and severally drop a sprig of eveigrecn* into 
the grave, accompanied with the usoal honors. 

The Master then concludes the ceremony at the giave in 

the foUowing words : — 

'* From time immemorial, it has been a eastxni among the 
Fraternity of Free and Accepted Masons at the lequest of a 

* This is sn emblem of oar faith in the immortslitv of ths seal, sad 
reminds lu that we have an immortal part within us, which shall simvs 
thefrave. **^^ '' 
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Brother, to Eiccompany his corpse to the place c interment, aii4 
there to deposit his remains, with the usual formalities. 

*^ In conformity to this usage, and at the special request of cor 
deceased Brother, whose memory we revere, and whose loss we 
now deplore, we have assembled, in the character of Masons, to 
resign his body to the earth whence it came, and to offer up to 
his memory, before the world, the last tribute of our affection, 
thereby demonstrating the sincerity of our past esteem, and oar 
steady attachment to the principles of the Order. 

** The Great Creator having been pleased, out of his mercy, to 
remove our Brother from the cares and troubles of a transitory 
existence, to a state of eternal duration, and thereby to weaken 
the chain by which we are united, man to man, may we, who 
survive him, anticipate our approaching fate, and be more strong- 
ly cemented in the ties of union and friendship ; that, during 
the short space allotted to our present existence, we may wisely 
and usefully employ our time, and, in the reciprocal intercourse 
of kind and friendly acts, mutually promote the welfare and hap- 
piness of eaofa other. 

" Unto the grave we resign the body of our deceased friend, 
there to remain until the general resurrection, in favorable ex- 
pectation that his immortal soul may then partake of joys which 
have been prepared for the righteous from the beginning of the 
world. And may Almighty God, of his infinite goodness, at the 
grand tribunal of unbiased justice, extend his mercy towards 
him and all of us, and crown our hope with everlasting bliss, in 
the expanded realms of a boundless eternity ! This we beg, for 
the honor of His name, to whom be glory, now and forever. 

Thus the service ends, and the procession returns in form 
to the place whence it set out, where the necessary duties 
are complied with, and the business of Masonry is renewed. 
The insignia and ornaments of the deceased, if an officer 
of a Lodge, are returned to the Master, with the usual cer- 
emonies ; after which the charges for regulating tLe con- 
duct of the Brethren are rehearsed, and die Lodge is closed 
in the Third Degree. 

NOTES. 

if any past or present Grand Masters, or Deputy Q. MaMen, cr OnaA 
Wardens, should join the procession of a private Lodge, a proper attention 
b to be paid to them. They take place after the Master of the LodfB. 
Two Deacons, with black rods, are appoioted by the Master to attend a 
tfrrand Warden ; and when the Grand Master, or Deputy Grand Ifatter, 
li present, the Book of Constitutions is borae before him, a Sword Bcanr 
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Mowi him, and the Deacons, with blmck rods, are (laoed ql bit right 
aad left, at an angular distance of seven feet. 

Marshals are to walk, or ride, on the left of the procession. 

On entering public buildings, the Bible, Square and Ccmpass, F^ook 
•f Constitutions, &c., are placed before the Grand Blaster. The Grand 
Marshala and Grand Deacons shoold keep near him.

CHAPTER I. 
THE DEOBEE OF MABK-MASTEB. 

PRELIMINARY REMARKS. 

This is a beautifu] Decree; &nd, in competent hands, is 
capable of being illustrated in a manner to render it one of tli0 
most instructive and interesting in Masonry. 

if tradition, sanctioned by its own internal evidence, may be 
taken as authority on the subject, the Degree had its origin at 
the building of the first Temple at Jerusalem, and was origi- 
nally connected with — if it did not form a part of — the De- 
gree of Fellow-Craft. A Mark Lodge, say our traditions, pri- 
marily consisted of the Overseers of the Craftsmen employed 
at the building of King Solomon's Temple. When a Crafts- 
man had made tlie retpiisite proficiency to entitle him to ad- 
vancement to the rank of an Overseer, he became a Mark-Man, 
Mark-Master, or the Master of a Mark ; and it was thereafter 
made his duty to see that the proper Mark was placed upon the 
work executed by those under his immediate supervision, that 
it might be known and distinguished when promiscuously carried 
np for inspection. Hence the phrase Mark-Master ; hence, also, 
tlic nar»e of tlie Degree. 

This was the practical use of the Mark. It continued to be 
80 used by the architects and builders of Europe, as late as the 
•ixteenth century ; and tlie discovery of Marks m cathedrab 
and other public edifices, erected in the middle ages, is at thif 
time regarded as one of the most inte csting results of archies 
*ogica] investigation. 
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The ancients had a cuttom so strikingly analogous to ths 
character we Masonicalljr attach to the Mark, that a brief 
reference to it may not be out of place hero. 

Among the Greeks and Romans (and thqy may have ttar- 
rowed the suggestion) it was the custom, when any two mdi- 
▼iduals were desirous of rendering sacred, or of perpetuating to 
their posterity, the refined and endearing friendship subsirt* 
ing between them, to select a small piece of bono, ivory, or 
stone, and, having wrought it into some beautiful and con- 
venient form, engrave upon it either the initials of their re- 
spective names, or some fanciful and appropriate device, or 
word. They then cut it into two parts, each giving to the other 
the part containing his own initial letters, or the corresponding 
half of the device : and this was ever after kept as a pledf^ 
and remembrancer of an attachment the most sacred and in- 
violable, entire and permanent, tliat could be formed between 
two friends. Including the sign and word of an unchangeable 
friendship, it was the means of identifying tlie cherished object 
of the heart's affections, even afler many years of separation^ 
and of securing a welcome to the privileges, and a share in tlie 
endearments of love and hospitality. Numerous instances 
might be cited to illustrate the powerful influence of tliis frater- 
nal compact, in controlling tho actions and assuaging tlie pas- 
sions of the parties to it. The meeting on the field of battle 
between Diomed and Glaucus, two of the warriors of the Iliad. 
— tlieir mutual recognition of tlie symbol, (or tessera,) of the 
hereditary hospitality of tlieir aneeston^ and their immediate and 
mutual suspension of the fight in conser|Uence, is a beautiful 
illustration of its influence and sacredncss. The Mark of the 
Mark-Master Mason is tliis symbol of fraternal friendship and 
hospitality ; and it was a beautiful thought of tlie/Aree illustrious 
friends, who had already united tlicmselves in a solemn league 
of immutable fidelity and Brotherhood, to select a device, com- 
mon to them all, for a general Mark, — o. sacred pledgty designed 
to bind them and their successors togetlier forever, in one mdis- 
soluble tie of fraternal love and affection. 

To return to tlie Degree. In the erection of the Temple, 
the sagacious aud fiir-reaching mind of King Solomon readily 
suggested to him the necessity of adopting some uniform sys- 
tem of government, for the preservation of on?er and regularity 
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■mcng the vast number of workmen employed. TAis necemity 
will the more clearly appear, when we reflect, that the number 
of men engaged on the work, exclusive of tlic three Grand Mae- 
terB, and the seventy thousand bearers of burden, amounted to 
eighty-three thousand three hundred ; or a grand total of one 
hanured and flfly-three thousand three hundred and three, viz: 

1. 3 Grand Masters* 

2. 3,;)00 Overseerst who were selected with special reference 
to their mechanica. and geometrical skill and acquirements. 

3. 80,000 Fellow-CraAs, who, accoirling to the old Masonic, 
writers, were divided into Companies, or Lodges, of about 
twenty-five. An Overseer presided at the head of each of 
these divisions ; and he was held responsible to the Masters for 
the manner in which the work done by those under his charge 
was executed. It was likewise his duty to see that his men 
were properly furnished with provisions and clothing, and that 
they were regularly paid.* 

The system of government thus instituted by Solomon, and 
partially developed in the Degree under consideration, was not 
only beautiful in detail, but penect in operation. It enabled 
that wise king, under the special guidance and direction of a 
supreme and over-ruling Wisdom, to begin and complete the 
great and holy work committed to his hands, in the incredibly 
short space of about seven years; while the building of his own 
palace, constructed by the same workmen, consumed twenty- 
one years* 

" This Degree of Masonry,** says the late Brother Webb, 

* Calcott classifies the workmen, including natives and foreigners,

1. Harodim, Princes, Rulers, or Masters, 300 

£. Menatzchim,, Overseers and Comforters of the people, . . 3,300

This calculation gives a mueh larger number of Workmen than it 
smbrmced in the usual Masonis enumeration ; which does not common* 
if inclndc the 300 Masters, nor ^he 30,000 under Adoniram 
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^ WI8 not less useful in its original institution, nor h&fl it {nrovedl 
less beneliciai to mankind, tlian those which precede it 

** By tlie influence of tliis Degree, eacli operative Mason, if 
the erection of the Temple of Solomon, was known and distu^ 
guishod by Uie Senior Grand Warden. 

** By its effects, tlie disorder and confusion that might oth6^ 
wise have attended so immense an undertaking, were com- 
pletely prevented; and not only tlie Craftsmen themselves, 
who were eighty thousand in number, but every part of theif 
workmanship, was discriminated witli the greatest nicety and 
tlie utmost facility. If defects were found in the work, by the 
help of tliis Degree the Overseers were enabled, without diffi-» 
eulty, to ascertain who was tlie faulty workman ; so that its 
deficiencies might be remedied, witliout injuring the credit, of 
diminishing tlie re^vard, of the industrious and faithful of thtf 
Craft.'' 



FIRST SECTION. 
This section is explanatory of the manner of opening the 
Lodge. It also teaches the stations and duties of the Officers, 
and tlic preparation and introduction of candidates; and closes 
with a striking and impressive display of one of the principal 
characteristics of the Degree. 

OFFICERS AND STATIONS. 

A Mark I-iodge, when fully organized for work, consists of 
tlie members of the Chapter to which it is attached, and the fol- 
lowing officers, viz : 1. R. W. Master, in Uie East 2. W. 
Senior Warden, in the West 3. W. Junior Warden, in the 
South. 4. Treasurer, on the right, and 5. Secretary, on the 
lefl, near the chair. 6. Marshal, on the lefl, in front of the 
Secretary. 7. Senior Deacon, on the right, in front of the 
Treasurer. 8, Junior Deacon, at the right of the Senior War- 
den. 9 Master Overseer, at the E. G. 10. Senior Overseer, 
at the W. G. 11. Junior Overseer, at the S. G. 12. Senior 
Steward, on the right, and, 13. Junior Steward, on the lefl of 
the Junior Warden.

ADDRESS TO THE MASTER. 
Brother : 

Having been elected to preside over this Lodge, it becomes _ ^ 
necessary that, previous to your investiture, you should signify 
your assent to those ancient charges and regulations which point 
out your duty as Master of a Lodge : — 

L You agree to be a good man and true, and strictly to obey 
the moral law. ^ 

II. You a^ee to be a peaceable subject, and cheerfully to 
conform to the laws of the country in which you reside. 

III. You promise not to be concerned in plots and conspira- 
cies against government ; but patiently to submit to the decis- 
ions of the supreme legislature. ^^ ■ 

IV You agree to pay a proper respect to the civil magis- ] -- ■ 
trates, to work diligently, live creditably, and act honorably by ' 

all men. 

V You agree to hold in veneration the original rulers and 
patrons of the Order of Masonry, and their regular successors, 

t supreme and subordinate, according to their stations ; and to 
I submit to the awards and resolutions of your Brethren when 
convened, in every case consistent with the Constitutions of the 
* Order. 

VI. You agree to avoid private piques and quarrels, and to 
guard against intemperance and excess. 

VII. You agree to be cautious in carriage and behavior, 
courteous to your Brethren, and faithful to your Lodge. 

VIII. You promise to respect genuine Brethren, and to di«-> 
countenance impostors and all dimenters from the original plan 
of Masonry, 
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IX. Yoa tLpree to ptomote the general good cf aociety, to col 
tivate the social virti es, and to propagate the knowledge of the art 

X. You promise to pay homage to the Grand Master for the 
time being, and to his officers when duly Installed ; and strictly 
to conform lo every edict of the Grand Lodge^ or general assem- 
\\y of Masons, that is not subversive of the principles and ground 
work of Masonry. 

XI. You admit that it is not in the power of any man, or body 
of men, to make innovatiotis in the body of Masonry. 

XII. You promise a regular attendance on the committees 
and communications of the Grand Lodge, on receiving proper 
notice^ and to pay attention to all the duties of Masonry on con- 
venient occasions. 

XIII. You admit that no new Lodgfe can be formed without 
permission of the Grand Lodges and that no countenance be 
given to an irregular Lodge, or any person clandestinely initia- 
ted therein, being contrary to the ancient charges of the Order. 

XIV. You admit that no person can be regularly made a 
Mason in, or admitted a member of, any regular Lodge, without 
previous notice, and due inquiry into his character. 

XV. You agree that no visitors shall be received into your 
Ijodge, without due examination, and producing proper vouch- 
ers of their having been initiated into a regular Lodge. 

Do you submit to these charges, and promise to support these 
regulations, as Masters have done in all ages before you ? The 
Mabter is to answer, I do. 

The presiding officer then addresses him : — 
Brother A. R: 

In consequence of your cheerful conformity to these charges 
and regulations of the (Xtler, you are now to be Installed Mas- 
ter of this* Lodge, in full confidence of your care, skill, and 
capacity to govern the same. 

^ [The new Master i« then regularly invested with the insignia of his 
office and the furniture and implements of the Lodge.] 

The IMy Book, that great light in Masonry, will suide you 
to all truth ; it will direct your paths to the temple of happiness, 
and point out to you the whole duty of man. 

The Square teaches to regulate our actions by rule and line, 
and .harmonize our conduct by the principles of morality and 
virtue. 

The ConqtoBKS teach us to limit our desires in every station, 
that, rising to eminence by merit, we may live respected, and

The Book of Constitutions vou are to search at all times. 
Cause it to be read in your Loa^e, that none may pretend igno- 
rance of the excellent precepts it enjoins. 

You will also receive in charge tlie By-Laws of youi Lodge, 
which you are to see carefully and punctually executed. 

CHARGE UPON THE INSTALLATION OP 
THE MASTER OF A LODGE. 

Worshipful Master: 

Being appointed Master of this Lodge, you cannot be insensi- 
ble to the obligations which devolve on you, as their head ; noi 
\ of your responsibility for the faithful discharge of the important 
duties annexed to your appointment 
The honor, reputation, and usefulness of your Lodge, will 
/ materially depend on the skill and assiduity with which yon 

I manage its concerns ; while the happiness of its members will 

' be generally promoted in proportion to the zeal and ability with 

which you propagate the genuine principles of our Institution. 
For a pattern of imitation, consider the great luminary of 
nature, which, rising in the Ea^, regularly diffuses light and 
/ lustre to all within its cirble. In like manner, it is your prov- 
/ ince to spread and communicate light and instruction to the 

Brethren of your Lodge. Forcibly impress upon them the dig- 
nity and high importance of Masonry ; and seriously admonish 
them never to disgrace it Charge them to practise out of the 
Lodge those duties which are taught in it ; and by amiable, dis- 
• erect, and virtuous conduct, to convince mankind of the good- 
\ ness of the Institution ; so that, when any one is said to be a 
member of it, the world may know that he is one to whom the 
b urthened h eart may pour out its sorrows ; to whom distress 
may prefer its suit \ whose hand is guided by justice, and whose 
/ heart is expanded by benevolence. In short,' by a diligent ob- 

^ servance of the by-laws of your Lodge, the Constitutions of 

Masonry, and, above all, the Holy Scriptures^ which are given ai 
a rule and guide to your faith, you will be enabled to acquit 
yourself with honor and reputation, and lay up a crotm ^f t^ 
i^ikung^ which shall contume when time stall be no more.

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CHAPTER III. 

THE DEOBEB OF HOST SXCSIISHT 
MASTEB. 

^ None bat the meritorioas and praiseworthy ; nono but those 
irho, through diligence and industiy, have advanced far towafdi 
perfection ; none but those who have been seated in the Ortentol 
Chair, by the unanimous suffi*ages of their Brethren, can be 
admitted to this Degree of Masoniy. 

'*Inthe original establishment; when the l^emple of JerU- 
■alem was finished, and the fVaternity celebrated the capstone 
with great joy ; it is demonstrable that none but those who had 
proved themselves to be complete masters of their profession 
were admitted to this honor ; and, indeed, the duties incumbent 
on every Mason, who is received and acknowledged as a Most 
Ebccellent Master, are such as render it indispensable that he 
should have a correct knowledge of all the preceding Degrees.* 

The foundations of the Temple w^re laid by King Sdomofl, 
in the year of the world 2993, and the building was finished in 
the year 9000. About seven years add six months were con- 
sumed in its erection. It was Dedicated iii Uie year 9001, wt^ 
great solemnity, and in the presence of the assembled people of 
Israel, to the worship of Jehovah, who condescended to make It 
the place of tl^ special manifestation of his glory. 

Perhaps no structure, erected either before or smce, is to be 
compared with it, for its exactly proportioned and beautifiil 
dimensions. Its various courts and other apartments were 
capable of holding 900,000 people. It was adorned with 1459 
columns of the finest Parian marble, twisted, sculptured, and 
voluted ; and 2906 pilasters, decorated with magnificent capitals 
The Oracle and Sanctuary were lined with massive gold, adorned 
with embellishments in sculpture, and set with numerous gor- 
geous and dazzling decorations of diamonds and all kinds of 
precious stones. In the emphatic language of Josephus, ** the 
whole Temple shined, and dazzled the eyes of such as entered 
it, by the splendor of the gold that was on every side of them.* 
The multitude, on beholding it, were struck with bewildering 
imaxemoBl, asi raised their hands in roftonishment and admuia 
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tion at its wondrous magmiiceiice, as well as to protect their 
eyes from the effeet of its exceeding brilliancy. 

Nothing ever equalled the splendor of its consecration. Israe 
sent forth her thousands, and the assembled people beheld, ir 
awftil adoration, the vast sacrifice of Solomon accepted. The 
flame descended upon the altar and consumed the offering : the 
Aadow and glcyry of the Eternal proclaimed His presence be- 
tween the cherubim, and the voice of His thunders told to the • 
fkithful of the Craft that the perfectness of their labor was ap* 
proved. 

-^^— ^— Bright was the hour 
When Israers Princes, in their pride and power, 
Knelt in the Temple's court, khe living flame» 
The accepted sacrifice to aU proclaim. 
Brightly the splendor of the Godhead shone, 
In awful glory, from his living throne ;

The Lord, tlierefore, hath per- 
formed his wurd that he hath spoken ; for f am risen up in the 
room of David my father, and am set on the throne of Israel, as 
the Lord promised, and have built the house for the name of 
the Lord God of Israel ; and in it have I put the ark, wherein 
is the covenant of the Lord, Uiat he made with the children of 
Israel. 

And he stood before the altar of the Lord, in the presence 
of all the congregation of Israel, and spread forth his hands :

which thou hast promised him ; and spakest with thy moutli, and 
hast fulfilled it with thme hand, as it is this day. Now, there* 
fore, O Lord God of Israel, keep with thy servant David mjf 
father that which thou hast promised him, saymg. There shall 
not fail thee a man in my sight to sit upon the throne of Israel « 
▼et so that Uiy ohfldren take heed to their way le walk in ni| 
law, as thou hast walked before me. Now then, O Lord God 
of Israel, let thy word be verified, which thou hast spoken unta 
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thy servant David. But will God in very deed dwell with men 
on the earth ? Behold, heaven, and the heaven of heavens, 
cannot contain thee ; how much less this house which I have 
builded ! Have respect, therefore, to the prayer of thy servant, 
and to his supplication, O Lord my God, to hearken unto tlie 
cry and the prayer which thy servant prayeth before thee; that 
thine eyes may be open upon this house day and night, upon the 
place whereof thon hast said that thou wouldest put thy name 
there ; to hearken unto the prayer which thy servant prayeth 
towards this place. 

Hearken, therefore, unto the supplications of thy servant, and 
of thy people Israel, which they shall make towards this place: 
hear thou from thy dwelling-place, even from heaven ; and, ♦ 
when thou hearest, forgive. 



Now, my God, let, I beseech thee, thine eyes be open, and 
.et thine ears be attent unto the prayer that is made in this 
place. 

Now, therefwe, arise, O Lord God, into thy resting-place, 
thou and the ark of thy strength ; let thy priests, O Lord God, 
be clothed with salvation, and let thy saints rejoice in goodness. 

O Lord God, turn not away the face of thine anointed ; re- 
member the mercies of David thy servant.] 

2 Chronicles vii. 1, 4. 

** Now, when Solomon had made an end of praying, the fire 
came down from heaven, and consumed the burnt offering and 
the sacrifices; and the g\ory of the Lord filled tlie house.

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CHAPTER IV. ({UUriVEESI 

THE BOTAL AECH l)BOT^^^Jp^-^^^^^^^ 
HISTORICAL mxRODucrriON. 

''This Degree," says th« late Br. Webb, '< is indeacribabfy 
owre august, sublime, and important than all which precede it ; 
And is the summit and perfection of Ancient Masonry. It im- 
presses on our minds a belief of the being and existence of a 
Supreme Deity, without be^nning of days or end of years ; and 
reminds us of the reverence due to his holy name. 

' This Degree brings to light many essentials of the C/raft, 
which wore for the space of four hundred and seventy yean 
buried in darkness; and without a knowledge of which the 
Masonic character cannot be complete." 

It is founded on, and commemorates, events connected with 
the destruction of the first and the rebuilding of the second 
Temple. We have, therefore, thought that a concise narration 
of the history of the Jews, during the period indicated, would 
not be uninteresting, nor wholly without its usefulness, to those 
for whom this wm'k is particularly designed* 

After the death of Solomon, ten of the tribes revolted undei 
Jeroboam, and formed the kingdom of hrad^ of which Samaria 
was the capital. The two remaining tribes of Judah and 
Benjamin continued faithful in their allegiance to Rehoboam. 
the son of Solomon, and constituted the kingdom of Judah, of 
which Jerusalem was the capital. And thus were founded the 
two separate and independent kingdoms of Israd. and Judah. 

Israel soon fell into the grossest idolatry and licentiousness 
Rehoboam, following the pernicious example of his adversary, 
apostatized from the true religion of his fathers : Judah also 
became weakened in her strength, and her people corrupt in 
their morals. It was in vain that a succession of inspired 
Pn^hets arose in both kingdoms, to plead with the people to 
renounce their errors and embrace the truth. It was in vain 
that the Almighty threatened them with destruction. They 
regarded his threats and admonitions with levity and indiflTer* 
ence. The cup of their abominations was flill. Israel fell be- 
fore Iho stnMig ann of the Assyrian, and her rebellious childrei 
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were sci.tt€red, no man can tell whither. A littlo while, and 
Jerusalem herself lay prostrate beneath the victorious sword of 
'the Chaldean. Her Temple was plundered ; her holy places 
were desecrated ; the pride of her people made captive ; hei 
national independence sacrificed ; and Judah became tributary 
to an idolatrous power ! Then began the seventy years captivity 
Eighteen years afterwards, in the eleventh year of the reign of 
Zedekiah, king of Judah, Nebuchadnezzar again besieged and 
took the city — ^ destroyed the Temple, and seized upon all the 
holy vessels, together with the two brazen pillars ; and the 
remnant of the people that escaped the sword carried he away 
captive into Babylon, where they remained servants to him and 
his successors, until the reign of Cyrus, King of Persia ; wlio, 
in the first year of his reign, through the intercession of Daniel, 
^nd in fulfilment of the prophecy of Isaiah, issued his royal 
proclamation, granting them permission to ^ go up to Jerusa- 
lem," and rebuild their city, and the " House of the Lord." He 
appointed Zerubbabel governor of Judea, and restored, for the 
service of the new Temple, five thousand four hundred gold 
and silver vessels, which had been taken from the old Temple 
by Nebuchadnezzar. About fifty thousand of the Jews accepted 
the offer of Cyrus to return into their own country, and marched 
to Jerusalem under the banner of Zerubbabel. 

Ezra tells us, that among the number who sought permission 
to go up with Zerubbabel to Jerusalem, there were those who 
** could not show their father's house, and their seed, whether 
they were of Israel ; " and tliose, also, who " sought their regis-^ 
ter among those that were reckoned by genealogy, but they were 
not found." The Almighty, from the burning bush, communi-' 
cated unto Moses certain words and signs, by which he was 
enabled to lead the children of Israel from their Egyptian bond- * 
age. In like manner, Zerubbabel, the governor, and Jeshua/ 
tne High Priest, and the chief of the fathers, tradition says, 
adopted words and signs, as marks by which the true descend- 
ants of Abraham should forever after be distinguished from 
those who ^ could not show their father's house, and their seed, 
whether they were of IsraeL" 

Their first care, on their arrival at Jerusalem, was to restore 
the sacnficet and to regulate the offices and orders of the 
Priests and Lerites. Jeshua, the son of Josedec, was at thy 
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time the High Priest ; and Zerubbabel, the son of Shea tiel the 
governor, or, Masonically 8peakin|r, the King. The third persiHi 
in rank was the Prophet Haggai, who proliably officiated is 
Scribe. 

The fact is not to be doubted, that, on their first anrival at 
Jerusalem, they were compelled to dwell in terts. Judea had 
been made desolate; the city had long been laid in ruins; the 
Temple had been destroyed. They were, therefore, necessarily 
driven to the primitive tent and tabernacle, — such as their 
fathers, such as Abraham and Isaac, and the other Patriarchs, 
dwelt in, and offered up acceptable sacrifices to God. The 
tabernacle which Moses erected near Sinai, according to the 
pattern shown to him in the Mount, was partly the place of his 
residence as King of Israel, and partly the medium of thaf 
solemn worship which the people rendered to the Almighty. It 
was fifty-five feet long, eighteen broad, and eighteen high ; and, 
according to an estimate by Bishop Cumberland, cost neariy a 
million of dollars. It is fiiUy described in Exodus. 

Our traditions inform us, that Zerubbabel and Jeshua erected 
a similar tabernacle near the ruins of the old Temple; the 
entrance of which was covered, like that made by Moses, with 
curtains of blue, and .purple, and scarlet, and fine white twined 
linen. In it they set up the altar, and burnt incense thereon, 
day and night It was in this tabernacle that the Grand 
Council, consisting of Zerubbabel and Jeshua, and the prophets 
Haggai and Zechariah, and the chief of the fathers, probably 
gave audience, and heard causes, and deliberated on the great 
and holy, work before them ; and from which they issued orders 
and directions to the workmen, m building the second Temple. 

The first year, the people were chiefly occupied in collecting 
materials and making arrangements for carrying on the work. 
At the commencement of the second year, they began to clear 
away the rubbish and dig the foundations. In the prosecution 
of their labors, the workmen, we are told by the Jewish Rab- 
bins,* discovered a subterranean vault, or cavity, — the roof of 
which was supported by seven pairs of pillars, perfect and 
entire^ — which, firom iti situation, had escaped the fury of the 
fames that had consumed the Temple, and the desolation of the 

• Baztort 
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war that had destroyed the ^ity. This vault, which had bees 
built by Solomon, communicated subterraneously with his 
palace on Mount Zion ; but, at the destruction of Jerusalem, the 
entrance having been filled up with the rubbish of the buildings 
It escaped observation, and was subsequently discovered as 
above stated. This subterraneous passage was renewed by 
ZerubbabeL We read of it during the pontificate of Aristobu- 
lus, the son of Hyrcanus, as noticed byPrideaux; and it was 
also resumed by Hergd, at the building of his Temple. The 
Rabbins add, that Josiah, foreseeing the destruction of the 
Temple, commanded the Levites to deposit the Ark of the Cove- 
nant in this vault, where it was ibund by ZerubbabePs work- 
men. But this is not, probably, correct An old tradition (and 
which is confirmed by the Rabbins) informs us that Solomon, 
foreseeing the destruction of the Temple, and the captivity and 
dispersion of the Jewish nation, constructed this arch, the secret 
entrance to which was known only to himself and a few confi- 
dants, and caused a copy of the Ark, and all things therein con- 
tained, including the Book of the Law, to be placed in it for 
preservation. 

The second Temple was built on the old foundatbns of the 
first Temple. Unexpected difficulties fof a time impeded the 
progress of the work. The people, called the Samaritans, who 
were the remnant of the ten tribes, bui a corrupt race, made 
overtures to assist in the great national work. Their proposal 
was peremptorily and contemptuously rejected. " Ye have nothing 
to do with us^ to build a house unto our God," was the stem reply 
of Zerubbabel. They were of those who " could not find the 
register of their genealogy^** who »* could not show their father^ 
house, and their seed, whether they were of Israel." They 
could not give the words and signs which marked the trnt de- 
scendants of Abraham, and which were essential to their gain- 
ing admission within the veils of the sanctuary. But their 
influence at the court of Persia was such as to retard the ad- 
vancement of the building, during the residue of the reign of 
Cyrus, as well as that of Cambyses, and Smerdis the Magian, 
np to the second year of Darius Hystaspes. At this time, 
through the influence of Haggai an<' Zechariah, Zerubbabel was 
induced to recommence the work The Samaritans again inter* 
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poeed The Pere i.n Pashas of the pro\incc, Tatnai and She- 
timrboznai, sent to the sovereign fbr instructions. Darius com* 
Bianded the archives to be searched, in which the original edict 
of Cyrus was found. Darius, who, in all respects, (says Mil- 
man,) pursued th.e policy of the great founder of tlie monarchy, 
reissued and confirmed the decree. Under the protection of 
Persian governors, the Jews pressed forward the work ; and in 
the sixth year of. Darius, the second Temple, built on the old 
foundations, but of far less costly and splendid materials, was 
finally completed. 

SECTION FIBST. 
This section explains the manner of opening a Chapter — the 
number, station, and duties of the officers, and the color of the 
Banners appropriate to the Degree. It furnishes many interest- 
ing particulars connected with the reign of King Solomon, and 
the building of the second Temple. It also illustrates the or- 
ganization and government of the Chapter, and should therefore 
be carefully studied by eveiy Companion who aspires to the 
dignity of official rank. 

OFFICERS AND STATIONS. 

A Chapter of Royal Arch Masons consists of any convenient 
number of members, and the following officers, exclusive of the 
Treasurer, Chaplain, Stewards, and Tyler, viz: 1. M. E. High 
Priest, — his station is in the East of the Sacred Sanctuary. 2. £i 
King, in the East, on the right of the M. E. H. P. 3. E. Scribe, 
m the East, on the left of the M. E. H. P. 4. Captain of the 
Host, on the right, in front of the E. K. 5. Principal Sojourner 
on the lefl, in front of the E. Scribe. 6. Royal Arch Captain, 
within the 4th Veil, or Sanctuary. 7. M. of 3d V., within the 
8d V. BL of 2d v., within the 2d V. ; M. of 1st V., within the 
IstV,

hand. And all the vessels of the house of God, great and' 
small, and the treasures of the house of the Lord, and tlie 
treasures of the king and his princes ; all these he brought to 
Babylon. And they burnt the house of God, and brake down 
the wall of Jerusalem, and burnt all the palaces thereof with 
fire, and destroyed all the goodly vessels thereof. And them 
that had escaped firom the sword carried he away to Babylon ; 
where they were servants to him and his sons, until the reigi 
of '^'^e kiogdwn fii Peraia." 
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Ezra 1. 1, 3j^ ** Now in the first year of Cyrus, king of Pcr- 
•ia, the Lord ajrred up the spirit of Cyrus, king of Persia, that 
he made a proclamation throughout all his kingdom, and put it 
dso in writing, saying. Thus saith Cyrus, king of Persia, The 
Lford God of Heaven hath given me all the kingdoms of the 
earth, and he hath charged me to build him an house at Jerusa* 
lem, w4]ich is in Judah.

Companion : — You will permit me to express the hope, that 
it is not an idle or vain curiosity, that merely grasps at novelty, 
which has induced you to receive this sublime Degree of Ma- 
sonry, infinitely more important than all which have preceded it 
It is calculated to impress upon our minds a firm belief in the 
bein^ and existence of a God ; and it teaches a due reverence 
for his great and holy Name* 

It also brings to liffht some of the most important secrets of 
the Crafl, which had laid buried in darkness from the death of 
King Solomon to the erection of the second Temple, — a period 
of four hundred and seventy years, — and without a knowledge 
of which the Masonic character is not complete. 

I now present you with the Working Tools and principal 
Emblems of a Royal Arch Mason. 

The fForking Toots are the Square and CompcuSy which have 
been presented to vour view in every Degree of Masonry 
through which you have passed. The Square teaches us, as 
Royal Arch Masons, that God has made all things square, up; 
right, and perfect The Compass is an instmment used by 
operative Masons to describe drdcs, every part of which is 
equally near and equally distant from the centre. 

The CMe is, therefore, a striking emblem of the relation m 
which the creature stands to his Creator. As every part of the 
circumference of a Circle is equally near and equally distant 
from its centre, so is every creature, whom God has made, to 
Him equally near and equally distant 

The equilateral or perfect TMangte is an emblem of the three 
essential attributes of Deity ; namely. Omnipresence, Omnis- 
cience, and Omnipotence; trndtui the Ui*ee equal legs or equal 
angles form but one triangle, so these three eaua) attributeV 
u>nstitiite but one God.

Tmc Degrees of Tioykl and Select Matter t re intimately coti 
iiected with the Royal Arch Degree, of which they are, in souie 
meaeure, explanatory.

In some of the States, howerer, they are conferred in, and under 
^e authority o^ Chapters of 6U)yal Arch Masons.

TUs Degree, though chronologically subsequent in its his* 
tory, is conferred as preparatory to that of Select Master ; and, 
although short, contains mnch valuable information, and pos- 
sesses a high degree of interest. The officers, their titles and 
stations, are as follpws: * L Most tllnstrions Grand Master, as 
S., K. 6f L, in the East 2.

SELECT MASTER'S DEGREE. 
It is said, and perhaps with much truth, that without a knowl 
edge of this degree, that of the Royal Arch can neither be 
fully understood nor justly appreciated. It rationally accounts 
ibr the concealment and preservation of many essentials of the 
Craft, that were discovered and brought to light at the building 
of the second Temple, after they had laid buried in darkness 
fbr four hundred and seventy years. Several interesting par- 
ticulars relative to the completion of the Temple, and the $eUd 
fiWf who, for their superior skill and fidelity, were chosen to 
perform certain parts of the work, are given and explained. A 
beautiful exemplification of that justice and mercy for which 
Ring Solomon was distinguished is also presented in the course* 
of the ceremonies.

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In the absence of either of yoar superior office jb, you wHl be 
required to perform his duties ; and, as the interests of your 
Council ought never to be permitted to suffer through the want 
of intelligence in its officers, you will allow me to urge upon 
you the necessity of being always qualified and prepared ta 
meet such an emergency, should it ever arise. 

Having been admitted to the fellowship of kxi^s^ you will be 
iroquently reminded that the office of mediator is both honorable 
and praiseworthy. Let it, therefore, be your constant care to 
preserve harmony and unanimity of sentiment among the mem 
bers of your Council. Discountenance whatever may tend to 
create division and dissention among the Brethren in any of the 
departments of Masonry ; and as the glorious sun at its meridian 
dispels the mists and clouds that obscure the horizon, so may 
your exertions tend to dissipate the mists of jealousy and dis- 
cord, should they ever unfortunately arise in your Council. 

CHARGE TO THE O. TREASURER. 

' Companion : — You have been elected to a responsible office 
end I with pleasure invest you with this Jewel. It is your 
duty to number and weigh out the Shekels of the Sanctuary, 
and to provide for the helpless orphan. The qualities which 
should distinguish you are accuracy and fidelity ; accuracy in 
keeping a fair and true account of- the receipts and disburse- 
faients ; fidelity, in carefully preserving the property and funds 
Cf the Council, and in rendering a just account of the same 
When required. Your interest in this Council, your attachment 
to the Crafl, and your known integrity of character are a 
Sufficient guaranty that your duties will be faithfully per* 
formed. 

CHARGE TO THE G. RECORDER. 

' Companion : — It is with pleasure that I invest you with this 
badge of your office. The qualities which should recommend 
a Recorder are, correctness in recording the proceedings of the 
Council ; judgment in discriminating between what is proper 
SUd that which is improper to be written; regukrity in making 
^ returns to the Grand Council ; integrity in accounting fof 
all moneys that may pas^ through his hands, and fideli^ r

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CHAPTER VII. 
OBDEB OF HIOB-PBIESTHOOD 

The Order of High-Prietthood cannot be conferred on any 
€k>mpanion except him who shall have been duly, elected to 
preside as High Priest in a regular Chapter of Royal Arch 
Masons. This Order should not be conferred when a less num- 
ber than three duly qualified High Priests are present. When- 
ever the ceremony is performed with a solemnity appropriate 
to the degree, the assistance of at least nine High Priests, who 
have received it, is requisite. 

Though the High Priest of every regular Royal Arch Chap- 
ter, having himself been properly qualified, can confer the 
Order under the preceding limitation, as to number, yet it is 
desirable, when circumstances will permit, tliat it should be 
conferred in a regularly organized Convention of High Priests, 
^uch Conventions are instituted in many of the States, for the 
purpose of conferring the degree in a style suitable to its dig- 
nity and importance. All the proceedings of the Convention 
are approved and sanctioned by the Grand Chapter of the State 
within which it is held. And it is recommended to every can- 
didate desirous of receiving the Order of High-Pnesthood, to 
make application to the President of the Convention, when such 
exists. The President, on receiving notice, will direct the 
Secretary to call a meeting at such time as may suit the con^ 
venience of the applicant When the Convention meets and m 
duly organized, a certificate of the due election of the candi- 
date into the office of High Priest must be produced. This 
certificate is signed by his predecessor in office, attested by the 
Secretary of the Chapter. On examination of this certificate, 
the qualifications of the candidate for admission to this honor- 
anle and sublunc degree of Masonry are ascertained. The 
solemn ceremonies of conferring the Order upon him th^ 
ensue. When ended, the presiding officer directs the Secretaiy 
of the Convention to make a record of the proceedings, and 
return it to the Secretary of the Grand Chapter, to be by him 
laid before ^he Grand High Priest, for the information of all 
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whom it may concenk The ConvwitioD cf High Priests is then 
doie^ induefona. 

The Sccretaiy of the Grand Chapter should keep a n^ of ai 
who have been admitted to the Order of Htgh-Priesthood. 

It is the duty of every Companion, as soon after Iajs electioini 
into the office of High Priest as is consistent with his personal 
convenience, to apply for admission to the Order of High* 
Priesthood, that he may be ftdly qualified properly to govern his 
akapter. 

The Ibllowing passages of Scnpture are made use of daring 
the ceremonies appeutaining to Jiis Order t

Thus clothed, you represent the great Joshua, son of Joseclec, 
High Priest of Israel, who presided at tlie first Grand Masonic 
Council at Jerusalem. Those stones represented the twelve 
tribes of Israel, and ser\'ed to bring them in memorial before the 
Lord. They will remind you not only of the support and obe- 
dience you may expect from the members of your Chapter, but 
of your duty and obligation to tliem. 

Let the Mitre witli which you are invested remind you of the 
dignity of the office yoU sustain, and its inscription impress 
ttpon your mind a sense of your dependence upon God ; — that 
perfection is not ffiven unto, man upon earth, and that perfect 
holiness belongeth alone unto the Lord. 

The various colors of tlie Robes you wear are emblemalical 
of every grace and virtue which can adorn and beautify tho 
human mind : -each of which will be briefly illustrated in the 
course of the charges to be delivered to your subordinate 
officers. 

I now deliver into your hands the Charter under which yofi 
iue work ; you will receive it as a sacred deposit, and nev^

ler. This faith naturally produces in us a Hope of becoming 
j>artakers of the promises expressed in this inestimable gift of 
iod to man ; which hope enables us to ascend the second step. 
But the third and last being Charity, comprehends the former, 
and will continue to exert its influence, when Faith shall be 
lost in Bight, and Hope in complete enjoyment 

I present you with the ConsHttdion of the General Grand 
Royal Arch Chapter ; the Rules and Regulations of the Grand 
Royal ArchChapter of this State; and also with the By-Laws 
of your Chapter. You will cause all these to be frequenUy read 
and punctually obeyed. 

And now, Most Lxcellent, permit me, in behalf of the Craft 
here assembled, to offer you our most sincere congratulations oo 
your accession to the honorable station you now filL I doubt 
not you will govern with such order and regularity as to convince 
your Companions that their partiality has not been misplaced. 

Companions of Chapter, — Behold your High Priest 

[They rise and bow, or, if the Installation be not pvhUc, salute him 
with the honors of Royal ^rch Masonry.] Recollect that the 
prosperity of your Chapter will as much depend on your support, 
assistance, and obedience, as on his assiduity, information, and 
wisdom.

severe unto the end; resting assured of receiving, at thA 
termination of our labors, a noble and glorious reward.

CoMPAPTioNS : — Those who are placed as Overseers of any 
work should be well qualified to judge of its beauties and de- 
fects. They should be capable of estimating the former, and 
amending the latter. This consideration should induce you to 
cultivate and improve all those qualifications with which you 
are already endowed, as well as to persevere in your endeavors 
to acquire those in which you are deficient I^et the various 
wlars of the banners committed to your charge admonish you 
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to the exercise of the several virtues of which they are em- 
blematic , and you are to enjoin the practice of those virtues 
4pon all who shall present themselves, or the work of their 
hands, for your insfidion.

The qualities which should recommend a Treas^ 
urer are accuracy anAJiddiiy: accuracy in keeping a fair and 
minute account of all receipts and disbursements ; fidelity, in 
carefully preserving all the property and funds of the Chapter 
that may be placed in his hands, and rendering a just account 
of the same, whenever he is called n ion for Uiat purpose. I 
presume that your respect for the Institution, your attachment 
to the interests of your Chapter, and your regard for a good 
name, which is better than precious ointment, will prompt you 
to the faithful discharge of the duties of your office. 

CHARGE TO THE SECRETARY. 

CoBfPANioN : — I with pleasure invest you with your badge b»

a Secretary tire prom^Uude in issuing the notihcations and orders 
of his superior officers, pundwdiiy in attending the convocations 
of the Chapter, correctness in recording their proceedings, judg-

tf our actions ; thereby excluding every unqualified and un- 
worthy thought, word, and deed ; and preserving consciences 
void of offence towards God and towards man. 

I trust that a just regard for. the honor and reputation of the 
Institution will ever induce you to perform with fidelity the trust 
reposed in you ; and when the door of this earthly tabernacle 
•hall be closed, may you find an abundant entrance through the 
gates into the temple and city of our God.

and discipline ; ever remembering that he who faithfully per- 
forms his duty, even in a subordinate or private station, is as 
justly entitled to esteem and respect as he who is invested with 
supreme authority. 

ADDRESS TO THE CHAPTER AT LARGE 

Companions : — The exercise and management of the sul -

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CHAPTER IX. 
SNOAMPMEHT OBBEBS. 

KNIGHTS OF THE RED CROSS. 

OltlGJn^ O*' tHB ORDER. 

The title of this degree is a misnomer. The hiMorioal fi^ 
cumstances on which it is founded have no connection with the 
CroAB or Christianity* Knight* of the Sword, or Knights of the 
East and West, (in reference to the mixed Persian and Jewish 
character of the degree,) would be a more appropriate title. Ig- 
norance has taken from it its good name, and fixed upon it one 
with which it has no lawful affinity. It is not true, as has been 
fessened, that the Ordet was known in Palestine, iA the time of 
the Crusades, by its present title. It had nothing to do with th6 
Crusades, which were exclusively a Christian enterprise. The 
Knights of the Red Cross, who blazed forth in such splendor 
during the holy wars, were the Knights Templars, and werd 
flcaitely loss the enemies of the Jews than of the Saracens; 
The degree is founded on that portion of Jewish history which 
narrates the difficulties enconntered by the Jews in the rebuild- 
ing of the second Temple, commencing immediately subsequent 
to the death of Cyrus, king of Persia. It is a continuation of 
the history of tlie Royal Arch, aiid ought Hot, and, m thii 
country, cannot be conferred on any Brother who has not beeii 
enUted to that sublime degree.

A Couitcil of Knights of the Red Cross consists of any coif 
venient number of members, and the following Officers, viz. : ^-

formed, and on the left of the whole wh^Q fornied in line* 7 
Master of Finanees, on the right, in front of th« Chaneellor. 
8. Master of Despatches, on the left, in fVont of the Master of 
tlie Palace. 9 Standard Bearer, in the West. 10. Sword 
Bearer, on the right of the Standard Bearer, in the West 

11. Warder, on the left of the Standard Bearer, in the West

the Fraternity during the reigns of Ahasuerus and Artaierxe% 
and to devis^ means wherebjr they mi^t ot^tain the ihvor of 
a^jpijr new Spvqr^gn, iwd |{ain Ws con^^nt; tQ rebuild their cit| 
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Ezra iii. 8 — 1 1. 

•* Now in tlie second year of their coining unto tlie house of 
God at Jerusalem, in the second montli, began Zenibbabel, the 
son of Shealtiel, and Jeshua, the son of Josedec, and the rem- 
nant of their Brethren tlie priests and the Levitcs, and all they 
tliat were come out of the captivity unto Jerusalem ; and ap- 
pointed the Levites, from twenty years old and upward, to set 
forward the work of the house of the Lord. Then stood JesLua 
with his sons and his Bretlircn, Kadmiel and his sons, the sons 
of Juduh, to set forward the workmen in the house of God ; the 
sons of Henadad, with their sons and thoir brethren the Lev.tes. 
And wlien the builders laid the foundation of the temple of the 
Lord, they set the priests in their appitrel with trumpets, and the 
Levitcs, the sons of Asaph, with cymbals, to praise the Lord, 
after the ordinance of David, kin^ of Israel. And they sang 
together by course, in praising and giving thanks unto the Lord ; 
because he is good, for his mercy endureth forever towards 
Israel. And all the people shouted with a great shout, when 
they praised the Lord, because the foundation of the house of 
the Lord was laid.** 

Ezra iv. 

^ Now when the adversaries of Judah and Benjamin heard 
that the children of the captivity build ed the temple unto the 
Lord God of Israel, then they came to Zerubbabel, and to the 
chief of the fathers, and said unto them, Let us build with you : 
for we seek your (Jod, as ye do ; and we do sacrifice unto him 
since the days of EIsKir-haddon, king of Assur, which brought 
us up hither. But Zerubbabel, and Jeshua, and the rest of the 
chief of the fathers of Israel, said unto them, Ye have nothing 
to do with us to build an house unto our God ; but we ourselves 
together will build unto tlie Lord God of Israel, as king Cyrus, 
the king of Pdl^ia, hath commanded us. Then the people of 
the land weakened the hands of the people of Judah, and 
troubled them in building, and hired counsellors against them, 
to frustrate their purpose, all the days of Cyrus, king of Persia, 
even until the reign of Darius, king of Persia. And in the reign 
of Ahasuerus, in the beginning of his reign, wrote they unto 
him an accusaCon, against the inhabitants of Judah and Jeru- 
salem. 

"• And in the days of Artaxences wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, 
Tabeel, and the rest of their companions, unto Artaxerxes, king 
of Persia; and the writing of the letter was written in the 
Syrian tongue, and interpreted in the Syrian tongue. Rehnm 
the chancellor, and Shimshai the scribe, wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the king, in this sort: (Then wrote 
Rehum the chancellor, and Shimshai the scribe, and the rest 
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». their companions; tud Difi&ites, the Apharsathchites, the 
Tarpelijes, the Apharsites, the Archevites, the Babylonians, the 
Susanchiteii, the DehavitM, and the Elainitei, and the rest of 
the nations whom the great and noble Asnapper brought over 
and set in the cities of Samaria, and the rest that are on thir 
side the river, and at such a time.) 

** This is the copy of the letter that they sent unto him, even 
unto Artaxerxes the kingr: Thy servants the men on this side 
of tlie river, and at such a time^ Be it known unto the king, 
that the Jews which came up from thee to us are come unto 
Jerusalem, building tlie rebellious and tlie bad citv, and have 
set up tiie walls tliereof, and joined the foundations. Be it 
known now unto the king, that, if this city be builded, and the 
walls set up again, then will they not pay toll, tribute, and. 
custom, and so thou shalt endamage the revenue of the kin^a.- 
Now because we have maintenance from the king's palace, and 
it was not meet for us to see the king's dishonor, therefore have 
We sent and certified the kin^ ; that search may be made in the 
book of the records of thy fal^rs : so shalt thou find in the book 
of the records, and know that this city is a rebellious city ^ and 
hurtful unto kings and provinces, and that they have moved 
sedition within the same of old time : for which cause was this 
city destroyed. We certify the king, that, if this city be builded 
ilgam, and the walls thereof set up, by this means thou shalt 
have no portion on this side the river. 

^^ Then sent the king an answer unto Rehum the chancel- 
lor, and to Shiuishai the scribe, and to the rest of their Com- 
panions that dwell in Samaria, and to the rest beyond the river, 
Peace, and at Such a time. The letter which ye sent unto us 
hath been plainly read before me. And I commanded, and 
search hath been toade, and it is fonnd that this city o£ old time 
hath made insurrection against kinffs, and that rebellion and 
sedition have been made therein. There have been mighty 
kings also oVer Jerusalem, which have ruled over all countriea 
beyond the river ; and toll, tribute, and custom, were paid unU> 
tiietii. Give ye now oommandment to cause these men to cease, 
'and that this city be not builded, until another commandment 
shall be given from me. Take heed now that ye fail not to do 
this: why should damage grow to the hurt of the kings ? 

^ Now when the copy of king Artaicerxes' letter was read 
before Rehuin, and Shimshai the scril>e, alid their Companions, 
they west Mp in haiste to Jerusalem unto the Jews, and road^ 
them to cease by force and power. Then ceased the work of 
the house of God which is at Jerusalem. So it ceased unto thi 
second year of the reign of Darras, king ot Persia.* 
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SECOND LESSON. 

The acciiaationa which were brought against the Jews oef6n 
the kings Ahasuerus and Artaxerxes, and in consequence of 
which the work of rebuilding the Temple was interrupted until 
the second year of the reign of Darius, are fullj set forth bf 
Ezra, in the preceding lesson. 

We are told that Zerubbabel had been formerly honored with 
the favorable notice and friendship of Darius. And this is cor- 
roborated by Josephus ; as is also the fact, that Zerubbabel 
revisited Babylon, on the accession of Darius to the throne : a 
circumstance which seems to have been overlooked by some 
Biblical commentators, who have expressed a doubt whether 
Zerubbabel was actually present at the Banquet, of which we 
shuJl immediately have occasion to speak. Josephus expressly 
says, that, ^ about this time, Zerubbabel, who had been made 
governor of the Jews that had been m eapUvityy came to Darius 
firom Jerusalem; /or there had been an MJHendthip between him 
and the king/* The same historian further informs us, that while 
Darius was ** a private man, he made a vow to God, that if he 
ever came to be king, he would send all the vessels of God 
that were in Babylon, to the Temple at Jerusalem." To remino 
the king of this vow, and to request the fulfilment of it, Zerub- 
babel voluntarily undertook the hazardous enterprise of travers- 
ing the Persian dominions, and seeking adndissioh to the 
presence of the king. On his arrival at Babylon, he was in- 
troduced to Darius, who recognized in him his former fnend 
and inUmate associate; and having ascertained the object of 
his mission, he at once restored him to his confidence. In the 
language of Josephus, *^ he was thought worthy, with two others, 
to be guards of the king's body, and obtained that honor which * 
he smight for.* 

Soon after the arrival of Zerubbabel, Darius gave a mag 
ni£cent entertainment, to which, Josephus informs us, he invited 
the Princes of Persia, the rulers of the Medes, the toparchs 
of India and Ethiopia, and the generals of his one hundred 
and twenty-seven provinces, together with all who were bom 
in his hoose, or attached to his court After the Banquetf^nd 
wlMn the guests had withdrawn, Darius retired to rest Having 
1 for a short tiroo, he awdte, when, not feeling h yamHi 
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tgiin inclined to ileep, he engaged in a familiar conTenatioB 
witb the three guards of his body, (of whom Zerubbabel was 
one,) and promised, that to him who should make an oration 
about points that he should inquire of, such as should be most 
tgreeable to troth and the dictates of wisdom, he would grant 
it, as a reward of his victory, to put on a purple garment, to 
drink from cups of gold, to have a chariot with bridles of gold, 
to wear a head tiara of fine linen, and a golden chain about his 
neck, and to sit next to himself, on account of his wisdom, and 
to be called the king's cousin. 

It is the opinion of Professor Whiston, that this entertain- 
ment was contrived by Darius, ^ in order to be decently and 
inoffensively put in mind by Zerubbabel of fulfilling his old 
vow for the rebuilding of Jerusalem and the Temple, and th^ 
restoration of the worship of the one true God there.** 

The particular question proposed by Darius was as follows : — 
^ Which is the greatest, the strength of Wine, of the Kino, or 
of Women ? " The first who made answer, replied, that Wine was 
the strongest ; the second, that the King was the strongest:-— 
but Zerubbabel, seeing, probably, that the time had arrived 
when he might decently and inoffensively remind the king of 
his vow, and request the fulfilment of it, and knowing the great 
reverence of the Persians for the truth, replied, that Women 
were stronger than either ; but that, above all things, Trutb 
beareth the victory. 

Th^ king, being forcibly struck with the addition Zerub^abd 
had made to his question, ordered that the Princes, and ncbies^ 
and members of his household should be assembled on the foU 
lowing day, to hear the subject debated. 



THIRD LESSON. 

On the following day, the Princes ana nobles of the court, 
and most of the guests of the preceding evening, being assem^ 
bled in the hall where the King usually gave audience, Darius 
^aced himself upon the royai seat of judgment, and directed 
Alo resp(«idents to proceed with their arguments in support €0 
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die poeitions thej had respectively assumed the evening bcfbw 
Tim first began as fbllows, on the

mind orlhe king and the beggar to oe all one ; of the bondman 
and the freeman, of the poor man and the rich. It tumeth, a]80| 
every thought into jollity and mirth, so that a man remembereth 
neither sorrow nor debt It ohangeth and elevateth the spirits, 
and cnliveneth the heavy hearts of the miserable. It maketh n 
man forget his brother, and draw his sword against his best 
fHend. O ye Princes and Rulers, is not Wine the strongest; 
that forceth us to do these things ?" 

• The second answered as follows, on the 

POWER OF kings. 

*' It is beyond dispute, O ve Princes and Rulers, that God has 
made man master of all things under the sun ; to command 
Ihem^ to make use of them, and apply them to his service as he 

{deases ; but whereas men have onlv dominion over other sub* 
unary creatures, kings have an authority even over men them^ 
selves, and a right of ruling them at will and pleasure. Now 
he that is master of those who are masters of all things else, 
hath no earthly thing above him." 

Then began Zerubbabel, upon the 

POWER OF women AND OF TRUTH. 

" O ye Princes and Rulers ! The strength of Winb is not to 
be denied ; neither is the power of Kings, ihv\i unites so many 
men in one common allegiance; but the supereminency ot 
Women is yet above either of these } fbr kings are bqt the gifts 
of women ; they are also the mothers c^ those that cultivate our 
vineyards. 

" Women have the power to make tru abandon our very coun- 
try and relations, and many times to forget the tj^st friends we 
have in the world, and forsake all other comfor14^to live and die 
with tliem. But when all is said, neither they, nor wine, nor 
kings, are comparable to the almighty force and importance of 
TmuTH. As for all other things, they are mortal and transient 
Truth alone is unchangeable and everlasting. The ben^ts we 
derive from it are subject to no variations cor vicissitudes of time 
or fortune. In her judgment there is no unrigll^usness. 3be 
is the wisdom, strength, power, and majesty ofall ages. Bleswd^ 
9hrict blessed, he ihe fod qf Teuth.* 
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When Zerabbaoel had finisned speaking, the Priuees and rulers 
cried out, ^ Grtat is truUi, and mighty above all things,^ Then said 
the king to Zerubbabei, ** Ask what thou wilt, and I will give it 
liiee, because thou art found the wisest amongst thy companions." 

To this invitation, Zerubbabel made the following 

REPLY. 

" O kinff, remember the vow thou hast vowed, tc build Jeru- 
■alom in the day when thou shouldest come to thy kmgdom, and 
to restore all the holy vessels which were taken away out of 
Jerusalem. Thou hast also vowed to rebuild the Temple which 
was burned when Judah was made desolate by the Chaldecs 
And now, O king, this is that I desire of thee, that tliou maKv 
good the vow, the performance whereof, with thine own mouth, 
thou hast vowed to the Kino of Heaven.** 

Then Darius '' arose and kissed him,** says Josephus, ^ ana' 
wrote to the toparchs and governors, and enjoined them to con* 
duct Zembbabel, and those that were going with him to build 
the Temple." He directed the rulers of Syria and Phcenicia 
to furnish* cedar trees from Lebanon, and assist him in building 
the Temple. ^ He also wrote to them, that all the captives 
who should go to Judea should be free." He prohibited his 
deputies and governors from laying any taxes upon them, and 
ordered the restoration of the villages that had been taken from 
Uiem. He gave them fifty talents in silver, and directed the 
sacred garments for the Priests to be made at his own charge. 
He restored the musical instruments used by the Levites, and 
gave a portion of land to those who guarded the city and Tem- 
ple, together with a determinate sum for their maintenance ; and 
withal he sent back the holy vessels. More than Cyrus prom- 
ised, Darius performed. 

FOURTH LESSON. 
The fourth chapter of Nehemiah, from the seventh to tne 
twenty-first verse, both mclusive tnd the whole of the fifth 
Chapter of Ezra, are considered appropriate to this degree, and 
to this lesson ; but as they are seldom used, if at all, and as 
they can be easily referred to in the Bible, if wanted, we have 
not thought it worth while cd introduce them here. The fol- 
lowing contains all the essential points in the omitted passsgei^ 
and IS beautifully illustrative of the ritus 3f the degree*

'* Then Darius the king made a decree, aad search m-as fiuK.« 
in the house of the rolls, where the treasures were laid up iq 
Babylon. And there was found at Achmetha, in the palace 
that is in the pro\in.ce of the Modes, a roll, and therein was a 
record thUs written : In the fimt year of Cyrus the king, the 
«aine Cyrus the king made a decree concerning the house of 
God at Jerusalem, Let the house be builded, the place where 
they offered sacrifices, and let the foundations thereof be 
strongly laid ; the height thereof threescore cubits, and the 
breaoth thereof th/eescore cubits: with three rows of great 
stones, and a row of new timber ; and let the expenses be given 
out of the king's house : and also let the golden and silver ves- 
sels of the house of God, which Nebuchadnezzar took forth out 
of the temple which is at Jerusalem, and brought unto Babylon, 
be restored, and brought again unto the temple which is at 
Jerasalcm, every one to bis place, and place them in the houso 
of God. Now, therefore, Tatnai« governor beyond the rivei^ 
Shethar-boznai, and your companions the Apharsachites, which 
are beyond the river, be ye fiir from thence: let the governor 
of the Jews and the elders oi the Jews build this house of God 
in his place. Moreover, I make a decree what ye shall do to 
the elders of these Jews, for the building of this house of God : 
that of the king's goods, even of the tribute beyond tlie river, 
forthwith expenses be given unto these men, that they be not 
hindered. And that which they have need of, both young bul- 
locks, and rams, and lambs for the bumtrofferings of the God 
of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and oil, according to the appoint* 
ment of the priests which are at Jerusalem, let it be given them 
day by day without fail : That they may offer sacrifices of 
sweet savors unto the God of heaven, and pray for the life of 
the king, and of his sons. Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever shall alter this word, let timber be pulled down from 
his house, and, being set up, fct him be hanged thereon ; and let 
his house be made a dung-hill for this. And the God that hath 
caused his name to dwell there destroy all kings and people that 
shall put to their hand to alter and to destroy this house of God 
which is at Jerusalem. I Darius have made a decree ; let it be 
done with speed. 

"Then Tatnai, governor on this side the river, Shethar- 
boznai, and their companions, according to that which Darius 
the king had sent, so they did speedily. And the elders of the 
Jews builded, and they prospered through the prophesying of 
Hag^i, the prophet, and Zechariah, Sie son of Iddo. And 
they Diiilded, and finished it, according to the commandment of 
the God of Israel, and according to the commandment of Cyrui^ 
and Dariiw, and Artazerxes king of Persia. 
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CHAPTER X. 
BHCAMPKEHT O&DE&S. 

ORDER OF KNIGHTS TEMPLARS. 

ORIGIN AND TITLE. 

Thk Order of Knights Templars originated in the ^arly (ayi 
of the Crusades. When intelligence of the capture of Jem- 
•alem by the Crusaders, in 1099, had reached Europe, the zeal 
of pilgrimage blazed forth with increased fierceness ; and pro- 
miscuous crowds of both sexes, old men and* children, virgine 
and matrons, thinking the road then open and the journey prac- 
ticable, pressed forward towards the Holy City. The infidels 
had indeed been driven out of Jerusalem, but not out of Pales- 
tine. The lofty mountains bordering the sea coast (says Mr. 
Addison) were infected by bold and warlike bands of fugitive 
Mussulmen, who maintained themselves in various impregnable 
castles and strongholds ; from whence they issued forth upon the 
high-roads, cut off the communication between Jerusalem and 
the sea-ports, and revenged themselves for the loss of their 
habitations and property, by the indiscriminate pillage of all 
travellers. The pilgrims, whether they approached the city by 
land or sea, were alike exposed to almost daily hostility, plunder, 
and death. 

To alleviate the dangers and distresses to which these pious 
enthusiasts were exposed^ iogvuard the honor of the saintly virgins 
and jncUrons,* and to protect the gray hairs of the venerable 
palmer, nine noble knights^ f who had greatly distinguished them- 
selves at the siege and capture of Jerusalem, formed a Holy 
Brothtrhood-in-^rmSy and entered into a solemn compact to aid 
one another in clearing the highways of infidels and of robbers, 
and in protecting pilgrims through the passes and defiles of the 



• <'To kiss the holy monuments/' says William of Tyre, 
Mcred and chaste widows, forgetful of feminine fear and HkJt muitipU- 
eity of dangers that beset their path."

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mountains to the Holy City. Wanned with tho reli^cui and 
military fervor of the day, and animated by the sacrcdness of thf 
cause to which tliey had devoted their swords, they called them- 
selves the Poor FdUno-Soldiers qf Jesus Christ, They renounced 
the world and its pleasures ; and in the holy church of the Resur- 
rection, in the presence of the Patriarch of Jerusalem, embraced 
vows of perpetual chastity, obedience, and poverty, after the 
manner of monks. 

At first they had no church, and no particular place of abode ; 
but in tlie year 1118, they had rendered such acceptable service 
to the Christians, that Baldwin the Second, king of Jerusalem, 
granted them a place of habitation within the sacred inclosure 
of the Temple, on Mount Moriah, amid those holy and magni- 
ficent structures, partly erected by the Christian emperor Jus- 
tinian, and partly built by the Caliph Omar, which were then 
exhibited by the monks and priests of Jerusalem, whose restless 
zeal led them to practise on tlie credulity of the pilgrims, as the 
Ttmplt of Solomon; whence the **Poor Fellow-Soldiers of 
Jesus Christ" came thenceforth to be known by the name of 
« (he Knighthood of the Temple of Solomon ; " * or. Knights Tem- 
plars. William of Tyre says, they occupied " the pMilace," or 
<* royal house, to the south of the Temple of the Lord, vulgarly 
called the Temple of Solomon,^ 

Such was the origin of the Order and name of the Knights 
Templars ; and here we leave their history ; referring the 
reader to Addison, and other credible writers on the subject, for 
full details of their subsequent brilliant career and shameful 
destruction. 

The original />re95 of the Templars was t^ife. 

The true Cro^ of the Order is the Patriarchal Cross, so 
called, from its having been appropriated to be worn by the 
Patriarchs, as the triple Cross is worn by the Pope. It is crossed 
twice, to denote that the work of redemption which was wrought 
on the Cross, through the crucifixion of the Savior, extended 
alike to the Patriarchs and Pilgrims. Beside this, the plain 
white cloaks of the knights were adorned with oc. angular blood- 

• Paataleon, lib. UL p. 82. 
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red Crosses, to sigfiiify that they were to shed their blood in the 
service of the Church. 

The original Banner of the Order represented two knighta 
riding on one horse, to signify their poverty and humility ; but 
as no possible means were ever successfully devic^ed to keep 
any body of men poor, it was soon laid aside. Their great 
standard, and that which we are, perhaps, to regard as the true 
Banner of the Order, was H^hite, with Red Crosses; symbolical, 
like their dress, of purity of life, and of courage, even unto 
death. A third Banner, being that which they bore in battle, 
was composed of two black and white strips of silk, seamed 
together ; "i* unifying white and fair to Christians, but black and 
terrible to their enemies. 



OFFICERS AND STATIONS. 

An Encampment of Knights Templars consists of the follow- 
ing Officers, viz. : — 1. M. E, Grand Commander ; his station 
is in the East, or at the head of his Encampment 2. General- 
issimo, in the East, on the right of M. E. G* Commander. 
3. Captain General, in the East, on the left of the M. E. Grand 
Commander. 4. Prelate, on the right of the Generalissimo. 
5. Senior Warden, at the S. W. angle of the triangle, and 
upon the right of the first division.* 6. Junior Warden, at the 
N. W. angle of the triangle, and upon the lefl of the third 
division. 7. Treasurer, on the right, in front of the Generals 
issimo. 8. Recorder, on the lefl, in front of the Captain Gen- 
eral. 9. Standard Bearer, in the West 10. Sword Bearer, 
on the right of the Standard Bearer, in the West 11. Warder, 
on the lefl of the Standard Bearer, in the West 12. Guards. 
13. Sentinel. The Knights are arranged, in equal numbers, 
on the right and lefl of the halL The Past Commanders in the 
East 



* When the Encampment is formed ia triangle, the place of th« 
Wardens, at the triangle, is as above stated. They are on the right 
and left of the divisions named only when the body is formed in line.

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CHAPTER XL 

ENCAMPMENT 0BDEB8. 

ORDER OP KNIGHTS OP MALTA. 

HISTORICAL INTRODUCTION. 

This Order, like that of the Temple, originated in Palestine. 
Certain Christian merchants of Malfi, in Naples, says Clark,* 
obtained leave of the Caliph of Egypt to dwell near tlie Holy 
Sepulchre of Christ, at Jerusalem, and to erect a small house 
for the entertainment of themselves and pilgrims, which they 
named the Hospital of Christians. They soon became eminent 
for their devotion, charity, and hospitality ; and, having adopted 
St John the Baptist for their Patron, they were called " Brethren 
Hospitallers of St John Baptist of Jerusalem," to distinguish 
them from the Knights of 'Jic Holy Sepulchre. They took the 
black habit of St Augustin, and on the Icfl breast wore a tohUe 
Cross of eight points. They soon distinguished themselves 
as a military body, and became the rivals of the Order of the 
Temple. 

Having subsequently been driven out of Palestine, they re- 
moved to Cyprus ; but soon after took possession of the Island 
of Rhodes, which tliey fortified and held until 1523, when tliey 
were expelled from it by Solyman, the Magnificent They then 
removed to the Island of Malta, (the ancient Melita,) which, with 
Tripoli and Gaza^ were, in 1530, granted to them by the Emperor 
Charles V. Here they remained until 1798, when Malta was 
taken by Napoleon. In 1801, the English took the Island from 
the French, and restored it to the Order. The Knights wore, 
however, again compelled to leave the Island, and it fell into 
the hands of Great Britain. The order has now a merely nomi 
nal existence, with some small possessions in Italy. 

The degree of the Order of Malta, as practised in connection 
with Freemasonry, is supposed to have had its origin in the 
■upprcssion of the Knights Templars, by Philif the Fair, and

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their incorporation with the Knights of St John^ by Pope 
Clement V. 

As has been already intltiated, the Templars and Knights 
of St John iiere the rival Orders of Palestine. They were 
enlisted in the same ho^ caus^ animated by the same enthu- 
siasm, and often contended, side by side, against the same in- 
fidel foe; yet there had always existed between them an un- 
conquerable spirit of jealousy, which, on various occasions, gave 
rise to fierce and deadly encounters among the members. It 
was natural, therefore, that the Templars, as an Order, even in 
their hour of calamity, excited by tbe recollection of past 
events, should be irreconcilably opposed to the connection; 
which the grasping avarice of Philip and the mendacious hy*, 
pocrisy of Clement had proposed for them. A considerable 
number of them, however, as individual tacitly at least, as- 
sented to the union. This is true of many of tliose who wero; 
driven out of Palestine in 1291. Justly apprehensive of tiy^ 
result of the illegal criminal proceedings which had been instk 
tuted against their Grand Master and his companions in France 
and foreseeing the destruction of ^cir Order> they resorted U, 
the Island of Rhodes, anci W)rolled themselves under the pror 
tection of the Grand Master of the KnighU of St John. The, 
union was subsequently formally decreed by Clement, and theii 
worst fears were realized. 

At the time the Knights of St John took possession of the 
Island of Malta, they were the only one of all the Military 
Orders of Palestine which was recognized by the sovereign 
powers of Europe. Several of the other Orders continued^ in 
deed, to maintain a nominal existence, and distinct organiza, 
tions; but they had lost most of their power, and all their politi 
cal influence. The Order of Malta alone remained in the en 
joyment of its wealth and credit Its ramifications extended 
throughout Christendom ; and it continued to maintain Grand 
Priories, as well in England as on the continent These gave; 
to its members, who were scattered all over Europe, great and 
desirable personal advantages, and enabled the Order, as a 
body, to exercise a more powerful and extensive influence, in 
all public affairs, than any other association then in existence. 
To secure to themselves tlie full enjoyment of these advantages 

<- to protect their Order against imposition firom the Kmghtt 
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Bnani aiid tiie strolling memb^^of ^ decayed Ordeis, and 
9X tlie aiame time, to establifh « test by ^hich to distinguish 
each other, in their new capacity and relations, — ^oar traditioq^ 
isfomi us, they instituted the degree knowi^ among Masons a4k 
the Order of Malta. 

The following passages of Scripture are appropriate to the 
degree, and are usually recited in the course of the ceremonies 

Acts xxviiL 1 — 7. 

•*And when they were escaped, then they know that the 
islanu was called Melita. And the barbarous people shetved^ 
08 no little kindness : for they kindled a fire, and received us 
every one, because of the present rain, and because of the cold 
And when Paul had gatliered a bundle of sticks, and laid tnem 
on the fire, there came a viper out of the heat, and fastened on 
his hand. And when the barbarians saw the venomous bea^ 
hang on his hand, they said among themselves. No doubt the 
man is a murderer, whom, though he hath escaped the sea, yet 
vengeance suffereth not to live. And he shook oif tlie boast 
into the fire, and felt no harm. Howbeit, tliey looked when he 
should have swollen, or fallen down dead suddenly ; but afler 
they had looked a great while, and saw no harm come to him, 
they ciianged their minds, and said that he was a god." 

St. Jonx xix. 19. 

" And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the cross. And the 
writing was, Jesus of Nazareth, the Ki:«o of the Jews.' 

St. John xx. 24—30. 

** But Thomas, one of the twelve, called Didymuo, was not, 
with them when Jesus came. The other disciples, therefore, 
said unto him, We have seen the Lord. But he said 'mto them, 
Except I shall see in his hands the print of the naiV, and put 
my finger into the print of the nails, and thrust my hand into 
kis side,^! will not believe. And after eight days h.*s disciples 
were within, and Thomas with them : then came Jfesus, the 
doors being shut, and stood in the midst, and said. Peace be 
unto you. Then saith he to Thomas, Reach hither thy fmger 
and behold my hands ; and reach hither thy hand, and tlirun it 
into my side ; and be not faitliless, but believing. And Thomas 
answered and said unto him. My L»)rd and my God. Jesus 
taith unto him, Thomas, because thou hast seen me, thou hast 
believed: blessed are they thft hwe not seen and yet have 
^^lieved." 
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CHARGE TO THE CANDIDATE. 

Sir Knight: — H? (ring passed through our solemn ceremo* 
ilies, and entered the lines of our Encampment, you are, as • 
Knight Templar, henceforth to let your light so shine before 
men, that they, seeing your good works, may glorify our Father 
who is in heaven. You are to distribute alms to poor and 
weary Pilgrims travelling from afar ; to feed tlie hungry ; clothe 
the naked, and bind up the wounds of the afflicted. You are to 
inculcate and practise the moral virtues ; to protect the innocent, 
relieve the distiessed, and succor the helpless ; and, amidst all 
the temptations which surround you, never to be drawn aside 
from the path of duty. 

Should calumny attack the character of a worthy Brother, 
recollect that you are to stand forth in vindication of his good 
name, and to aid him on all lawful occasions. And, on the 
other hand, should prejudice or envy assail your own iionor 
interest, or happiness, remember that you have the counsel and 
support of your Bretlircn to sustain you; that their mystic 
awords are ever ready, at your call, to leap from their scabbards 
in defence of your innocence and rights. 

And now, Sir Knight, I bid you a hearty welcome to all the 
rights and privileges — even to that disinterested friendship and 
unbounded hospitality, which have ever, and we trust will long 
continue to characterize and illustrate these noble Orders. 

With the age and occasion that gave them birth, the adven 
turoii.i and warlike element of their character has passed away 
but its moral and beneficent principle still remains, bright in al« 
its primitive beauty and loveliness, to excite, as in the day of 
their greatest glory, that spirit of refined and moral chivalry 
which prompts us to press onward m the cause of Truth and 
Justice ; stimulates us to exertion in behalf of the destitute 
and oppressed ; to wield the sword, if need be, when pure and 
undefiled Religion calls us in her defence ; and, in a Brother*8 
cause, to do all that " may become meti." 

They also teach tlie triumph of immortality, — that, tliough 
death has its sticg, its infliction is but for a moment, — that thi 
frail organization, though here subject to ** the many ills tha 
flesh is heir to," possesses an ethereal principle, which shal

CONSTITUTION AND DEDICATION. 

GENERAL DIRECTIONS. 

L The new Encampment will assemble in their Hall, ami 
be in order, — arranged on the right and left of tlie Chair, witli 
swords drawn. 

2. The Grand Encampment will meet in an adjacent room 
and open. 

3. A committee from the new Encampment will inform the 
Grand Marshal * that their Encampment is prepared to receive 
the Grand Encampment: the Grand Marshal will announce the 
same to the Grand Master* 

4. The committee will conduct the Grand Encampment to 
their Hall, in procession, where they will be received with the 
usual honors. 

5. The officei^ of the new Encampment will resign their seats 
to the Grand Officers, and cause their Jewels to be collected, 
laid upon the altar, and covered. 

6. The ceremonies will then commence with an Ode, fol- 
lowed by a Prayer and Oration. 

7. The Grand Marshal will then rise and say: 

^'M. W. Grand Master: A constitutional number of Knights 
Templars, duly instructed in the sublime mysteries of our Onlers 
having received from the proper authority a Warra.nf, or

*'M. E. Sir: — Having been elected to the important and 
Honorable station of M. E. Grand Commander of this new En- 
campment, it is with unfeigned pleasure that I enter upon the, 
discharge of the pleasing duty of installing you. into your office.

5. That to the utmost of your power you will preserve tMt 
solemnities of our ceremonies, and behave in open Encamp- 
ment with the most profound respect and reverence, as an ex- 
ample to your Brethren ? 

6. That you will not acknowledge nor have intercourse with 
any Encampment that does not work under a constitutionai 
Warrant or Dispensation ? 

7. That you will not admit any visitor into your Encampment 
who has not been Knighted in an Encampment legally coiisti- 
tuted, without his being first formally healed ? 

& That you wiM observe and support such By-laws as may 
be made by your Encampment, in conformity to the Constitu- 
tion of the General Grand Encampment, and the general regu- 
htti^ons of the Grand Encampment under whose authority you

It is an appropriate and beautiful emblem of 
the sublime principles of this magnanimous and Christian Orde 
of Knighthood. The Cross will remind you of Him whc 
olTored up his life as a propitiation for the sins of the woria 
and the refulgent rays tliat emanate from it, of those divine 
tcachiugs and sublime precepts which He has lefl to guide and 
direct us in the paths of truth and holiness. 

I present you tlie Charter of your Encampment You will 
receive it as a sacred deposit, and never permit it to be used for 
any other purposes than those expressed in it, and safely trans- 
mit it to your successor in office. 

I also couuuit to your hands the Holt Bible, the Groat 
Light in every degree of Masonry, tcgether with the Cross 
Swords. 

: The doctrines contained in this sacred volume create in us 
a belief in the existence of the eternal Jehovah, the one only 
true and living God, the Creator and Judge of all things in 
heavou and on earth. They also confirm in us a belief in the 
dispensations of his Providence. This belief strengthens our 
Fa ITU, and enables us to ascend the first step of the Grand 
Masonic Ladder. This faitli naturally produces in us a Hope 
of becoming partakers of the promises expressed in this inesti- 
mable gifl of God to man ; which hope enables us to ascend 
the second step. But the third and last being CuARixr, com- 
prehends the former, and will continue to exert its influence 
when Faith shall be lost in sight, and Hope in complete enjoy- 
tfient 

The Cross Sword*, rcsti'ng upon the Holt Bible, are to 
remind us that we should be '* strong in the Lord, and in the 
power of his might,** — that we should ** put on the whole armor 
of God,** to be able to wrestle successfully against principaKties 
and powers, and '' spiritual wickedness in high places." 

Lastly, I present to yoit the Constitution of the General Grand

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By-La ITS of your Encampment You will irtMjuently consult 
them yourself, and cause them to be read for tlie infonnatinn of

It wil) 
henceforth be your special duty to preserve inviolate the Laws 
an(i Constitutions of the Order, to dispense justice, reward 
munt, encourage truth, and diffuse the sublime principles of 
universal benevolence. You will distribute alms to poor and 
weary pilgrims travelling from afar, feed the hungry, clotlie the 
nal.od, and bind up the wounds of the afflicted. You will in- 
culcate the duties of Charity and hospitality, and govern your 
Commandery witli justice and moderation. And finally, my 
Brother, may tlie bright example of tlie illustrious heroes of 
(bnner ages, whose matchless valor has shed undying lustre 
ever the name of Knight Templar, encourage and animate you 
to the faithful perfonnance of every duty.
